The  fandi)-  riconls,  as  furnislud  hy  tlu  town 
records,  are  very  hieomplete,  ami  in  ntriny  ea>es  disagree  wiih  re(  ojds 
furni>he(l  hy  families  themseK e.--,  Iml  eoin(  lmss  lia>  hec  ii  ll»e  aiin;  <jtli 
era  could  have  done  bi  iter  - if  they  wonld  — but  iht  lot  fell  on  u.-.

There  are  also  many  to  whom  no  thanks  aie  elne,  wlu)  have  not  se) 
much  as  answer«Ml  our  corre'si^ondence-. 

We  now  j)re)duce  the  result  ot  these  rese  arclu  s,  hopinL,^  it  will  be  ae- 
Ce])lahle  to  those  of  present  ami  futuie  generations.  Let  the'  re  ader  fol- 
low the  generations  here  recoriled,  associating  with  each  the  events  of 
which  they  were  the  witnesses;  follow  them  through  their  r(»ugh  pio- 
neering; thre>ugli  the  dark  daj's  of  war,  anel  throngh  their  subst  quent 
prosperity;  note  their  joys  and  their  trials,  tin  ir  h«  p' s  and  their  fears. 
By  a  little  stretch  of  fancy  place  yourself  among  the  ni  and  live  over  the 
quaint  customs  of  the  olde  n  time,  their  manner  of  thought,  of  speech, 
of  dress,  of  worship,  of  amusement,  and  it  will  not  only  make  a  reality 
of  history  but  will  introduce  to  you  yeuir  ancestois  as  they  really  were. 


It  will  bf  set'D  tliat  an  Iiulividual  is  but  a  link  in  the  chain  of  human- 
ity; that  a  lifetime,  at  the  longest,  is  an  hour  on  tlie  dial,  and  tluit  wlial- 
cver  we  would  that  the  past  ijeneratious  had  doui;  for  us,  it  ia  our  duty 
to  do  for  those  to  come. 

Tiie  following  p:»ges  will  portray  the  origiu,  rise  and  progress  of  one 
of  the  rural  towns,  peoi)led  with  a  noble  race,  early  inculcalii  g  the  prin- 
ciples of  virtue,  temi)erance  and  religion.  While  we  are  forced  to  see 
Its  mihl  decay,  we  look  with  a  degree  of  i)ar(ionable  pride  to  those,  past 
and  present,  who  have  been  and  now  are  wielding  a  power  for  gooil  in 
the  great  dranui  of  life.  And  whiK-  we  regret  the  absence  of  so  many 
from  the  ancestral  acres  and  the  pateinal  hearlh.stone,  this  fact  must 
ever  force  itself  upon  us,  that  it  is  a  g(K)d  ])la(  i'  in  which  to  he  born.

Thus  many  people  soiiltIiI  the  prinu-val  fore  st  to  rear  hoim  s,  in  pui  -ii- 
aiice  of  the  >pirit  whie'.i  has  rei'jui d  ev»'r  t^inee  those  days,  tliat  of  ^''oini; 
to  the  frontier,  and  heyoml  the  border  of  civili/al ion.  So  far  as  we 
kiKJW,  lh«>  original  heltlers  of  all  tla  he  inoiinlain  towns  wiie  fioinsoine 
pDrti')!!  of  this  state,  al!  the  way  from  tin  salt  waters  of  Capi-  Cod  to  the 
Connecticut  valley,  nnd  in  some  instances  from  towns  w*  st  of  the  ri\  ei. 
The  pi!)neer  settlers  sVerc  f,'enerally  from  the  (jld  puritan  stock,  ami,  a> 
a  rule,  ndoriKMl  their  religious  prof(  ssion,  and  early  estalilished  (diuich- 
es  and  schools. 

A  large  tract  in  the  western  part  of  the  ori.izinal  County  of  llamp-hire, 
m)w  comi)ri>-ing  ten  towns,  was  sold  at  auction  by  the  G(  in  ral  Court, 
June  2,  n&l.  No.  7  of  that  series,  afterward  iianu  il  llawh  y,  was  hoiiglit 
by  Moses  Parsons  for  £875.  Parsons  in  turn  8old  to  other  lan(l->pi dila- 
tors; but  those  records  arc  not  attainable,  ami  it  is  believed  that  none  of 
the  first  proprietors  became  actual  setlh  r-.  .\  ])ortion  of  the  ea-1  part 
of  the  town  was  known  as  the  "Ilatlield  E(piivalent,"  previous  to  the; 
purcliaae  of  Parsons,  which  will  be  treated  in  a  subsoqneiit  clia]tter. 
It  is  therefv>re  reasonable  to  conclude  that  that  portion  was  not  inclnddl 
in  the  purchase  of  Parsons,  it  beiiiLr  previously  owned  by  other  \  artirs.

The  original  town  of  Ila'wlcy  was  laigrr  tiiun  at  present;  Jnne  •'],  1803, 
ii  tract  was  taken  fiDm  tlie  sontli  >i(le,  and  a  sliip  from  tho  north  line  of 
Cnniniington  were  unitt(i  to  l\)iin  the  town  of  Plamtii-hl.  The  pit  sent 
town  of  JIawley  ctnitains  al)ont  tliirty  t^cinare  miles.  It  is  bonndi  d  mh 
tliu  uoitii  by  Cliarleinonl,  on  the  ea■^t  hy  liuckland,  on  the  south  by 
riaiutield,  in  Hainjtshiro  County,  and  on  the  wost  by  Savoy,  in  Berk- 
sldre  C(»nnty,  nniking  it  tlie  southwest  corner  town  in  Fraidvlin  County. 

Tiie  natural  fe'ilnn  s  art.'  hroki-u  and  iiilly,  nnikini;  a  natural  l)nsiness 
CLMiter  iinpiaciicable.  honii-  ot  ihc  x  iitli  and  ta^t  part  of  the  U)\\n 
mi^hl  bi-  t(  inu'd  labK -land,  altluaigh  tin  c  \irc me  l  astein  \  ait  has  (pule 
)itlebcc  nt  towards  Huckland,  while  the  iioiilua-t  ptniion  d(  ^cend^  in  a 
like  manner  towaitU  I  hi-  l)tejliild  valh  y  m  Cliailtnionl.  Thion-ih  the 
west  part  of  (he  town  a  dn  pvallcN  i>  traversed  by  CIdckley's  river,  tlow. 
ing  north  the  l  Utire  len^^th  of  thi;  town  into  liu'  Deertiehi.  Southeast  of 
the  center  i-^  the  highest  elevation  in  Fraidvlm  County,  called  "Parivcr's 
Hill."  A  sinidar  elevation  is  aUo  in  the  extrenu;  south  part  of  thi-  town, 
called  "lieals'  Hill."  On  both  of  llnse  })eaks  sii.Mnil  lings  have  rect  iitly 
been  |)lacetl  lo  as>is'i  in  a  V.  S.  topoirrapli ica  1  >ui  vey.  The  >treanis  How 
north  and  l  ast.  and  In  ij)  swi  ll  the  wati  rs  of  the  Di  erlield  before  reach- 
in.;  Shell)urne  Falls.  Tlie  people  have  geiieially  followed  airricnltnre 
a>  an  occupathm,  but  water  j)rivile:;es  have  hei  n  utili/A'd  to  sonic  extent 
for  maiiufactnrini;  purpos«  s,  such  as  saw  mills  and  otlVer  wood-working 
machinery  and  the  tanning  of  h  atlu  r  with  ht  ndta  k  hark.  Ibil  as  tiic 
forests  havi'  hicoiue  th  pleteil  and  the  population  dicri-astd,  these  latter 
indnstrit  s  are  of  less  importance  thau  formerly. 

The  point  arouiul  w  hi(  h  the  most  historic  as>ociatioiis  cluster  is  called 
the  "b(piare."  This  w  as  lor  a  long  term  of  years  the  .Mecca  of  the  peo- 
le  of  the  town.  Here  was  the  lirst  meeliui:  hou>e,  whnc  the  |Jcoj)le  met 
alike  for  religious  services  and  the  tran>ai'ti(jn  ot  tow  n  business.  Ilerc 
was  also  the  lirst  po>l oflice,  store  and  hoti  I,  alto^i  ther  makim;  it  the 
cential  business  point,  lint  in  the  lajise  of  time  the  business  merged 
from  that  point  and  became  scattered.  In  those  priiuitive  days  the  social 
and  financial  interests  of  towns  wen;  much  more  individuall/ed  and  lim- 
ili  d  by  Ideographical  lines  than  at  |)resent. 

Hawley  is  in  latitud.-  42  1-"J  ch  git'es  Norlh,  and  abont  7:5  degrees  West 
longitude.

In  1G.")9,  in  consideration  of  some  services  reiulcred,  the  Geiioial  Court 
granted  to  Mr.  Simou  Broadstreet,  afterwaid  (Jov.  Broad.stret  t  500  acres 
of  land,  and  also  Maj.  Daniel  Dcuison  500  acres  of  land,  w  ith  the  j^rivi- 
lege  *'tliat  tbey  might  locate  the  same  at  any  place  west  yf  the  Connec- 
ticut Kiver,  provided  tluit  it  be  full  six  miles  ffom  the  place  intended  for

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Norlhanijiton  niootinir  Louse,  upon  a  siraiglit  line."  Gov.  BfDadstrect 
liiitl  tlie  first  choice,  aud  he  chose  HalfitOtl  north  meadows,  beginning  at 
the  north  end  of  the  street  aud  rnuiiiug  noi  th  and  avlsI  to  the  i)t)ndt5. 
Maj.  Deuison  took  his  norili  of  the  ponds,  extending-  north  cm  the  rivei 
one  mih',  aud  west  from  the  liver  250  rods. 

Innnediately  after  this  HaffieUl  was  sittled,  and  the  iidiabitants  hei:an 
to  murmur  about  tlu  se  giants.  As  they  were  not  then  set  olVfrom  Had- 
h'\ ,  tliat  town  induced  (^o\-.  IJmad^treel  to  n  inovi'  ids  claim  and  aceopt 
1000  acres  lying  ncnili  of  .M.ijor  Dciii-oirs,  and  in  addili(>n  tln-y  \V(  rt-  lo 
pay  the  (J.)v.  £  20o.  So  allir  the  transfer  liad  htm  made  they  had  a 
strip  tliree  mih  s  li>ug  and  !*.")(»  rods  wide,  taking  all  the  meatlow  hmd  for 
three  mlU  s  on  the  rivt  r. 

After  Hatfitdd  hceauie  a  st*j>aratf  town  --lie  tcdt  uneasy  about  this  posses- 
sion of  so  much  (d'  111  r  l)f>t  farm  lands.  So  she  petitioned  to  the  "Great 
and  General  C  tiiit  '  for  some  redress  for  licr  grievance  ami  the  legisla- 
ture, in  174-1,  gave  them  the  lands  lying  adjacent  to  Huntstown,  noAV 
Ashtitdd,  in  ail  8d(U  acns  a-^  an  (  (luivalcnt  for  the  lands  originalls 
granted  to  lir<»adstr(  i  t  ajid  Di  i.i>on,  TIm-  basis  (  f  the  divi-ion  of  the 
Hatfi(dd  F.qui valet. t  was  the  valuntion  (  f  estates  for  taxaticm,  after  the 
manner  of  the  oiigiuul  divi>ioii  ef  the  t«'wn  of  llatlit  Id  in  MISf.  So  jieo- 
ple  with  large  estates  drew  huge  lots,  while  those  witii  small  estates  diew 
but  a  small  i)roportion.  "N'erily  to  him  that  liath  shall  be  givi  ii,  and  to 
him  tiiat  hath  not  be  taken  away  even  that  whicii  he  hath.  ' 

There  were  8:)  recii>ients  of  this  i»ounty,  which  included  all  the  tax- 
}>ayers  of  1  latlield  al  t he  t inie  the  giant  wa^  made,  and  partu  s  who 
came  into  the  town  after  tli.  un-ant  did  not  ice.'ive  any  of  the  land.  The 
names  of  these  H',  pro|»rieiois  are  given  in  the  records,  with  the  numher 
of  acies  ami  rods  LMven  to  i-ach,  together  with  the  width  of  ea(  hlot, 
given  in  rods,  feet  and  inches.  Tlie  leuLrth  <d'  [m-  lots  is  m^t  given,  but 
we  coiudude  tl  ey  Wire  of  iinitoiin  length,  and  that  the  widtli  was  e.vlab- 
lished  so  as  to  give  each  one  the  annumt  of  land  re([iiir(  d,  and  preserve 
this  uniformity  in  leiiiith. 

The  proprietors  of  the  grant  met  at  llaitield,  on  Monday,  May  (I  17G5> 
and  the  following  votes  were  jtassed  relative  to  the  Hatlield  E([uival(;ijt.

Voted,  that  a  way  be  laid  by  sd  Committee  Two  hundred  rods  North 
of  ye  Northermost  way  voted  by  ye  Towne,  which  runs  East  Si  West  and 
from  ye  East  line  till  it  meet  with  ye  West  line  of  ye  grant. 

Voted,  that  a  way  be  laid  in  some  coiiveident  place  by  sd  Committee 
from  ye  last  meuticmcd  way  to  lun  Soutli  Two  hundred  rods  to  ye  way 
next  South. 
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Voted,  that  oac-h  of  ye  ways  agreed  upon  tt  voted  at  this  meetinir  be 
four  rods  wide  it  so  laid  by  yi'  ConiinittiM!  as  no:  to  divide  aiiv  proprie- 
tor  s  lot. 

Votrd,  hy  ye  Proprietors,  tliat  they  will  draw  ilivision  lots  for  tlicir 
several  pcrtioiis  in  >d  property,  that  No.  I  lu'-iii  al  yc  Soutlieast  cor- 
ner of  ye  t'act,  v.t  ye  lots  be  hud  East  Wf^t  as  tar  as  ye  Northeast  cor- 
ner of  .Mr.  ;>rayliew'8  larni.  Then  yc  lots  to  \h-  laid  Noi th  Jl:  South, 
boundiui^  North  on  ye  Southway  thai  rnn>  East  iV:  Wc-st  so  to  continue 
to  ve  Ka>t  lini'  of  ye  L:rant.  Then  to  ht  iiin  at  EasI  side  of  ye  next  range 
Nortii  .V  pioeifd  to  ye  lOasi  way  riinniiiij:  throui^h  ye  trael  votod  by  ye 
it)Wii.

Now  that  the  town  had  become  i[icori)orated  and  entith  d  to  assume 
rank  amoHi;  the  sister  towns  of  the  Coninionwi-aith,  tht-  next  (bily  in- 
cumbent upon  the  {)eoj)le  was  lo  form  a  municipal  oiLcanization. 

During  the  tir>t  years  of  the  e.\i^ten(•e  of  the  town  the  municipal  and 
church  intere.'^ls  were  so  <  losidy  i^lentifitd  tliat  we  L;ivc  a  condtMised 
sketch  of  the  records. 

The  warrant  for  the  tiist  town  nnn  tin<;  was  made  bj  David  Sexton, 
Esq.  of  Deertield,  issued  to  Edmund  T^on{.,di>y,  Eb<i.,  to  notify  the  in- 
liabltants  of  the  town  to  meet  at  the-  honsc  of  J-^dmund  Ijongh  y,  on 
Monday,  Apr.  2,  17'.>"J,  to  choose  the  ne<  e-v,iry  town  ollicers.

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SCHOOLS. 

Tlie  people  have  ahvaye  taken  iin  active  interest  in  their  common 
schools,  and  have  appropriated  liberally  for  their  means.  That  interest 
seems  to  be  cotemporary  with  tlie  church  iulcresr.  Tiie  long  list  of  pro- 
fessional and  inllueutial  men,  past  and  presi-nl,  emanating-  from  the  to^vn 
attests  the  quahty  and  elHciencj  of  lier  school  work. 

In  17t)"2,  the  year  of  the  or!:;anization,  .CA)  was  voted  for  schooling. 
Three  later  the  amount  w  is  double. i,  and  in  1797,  £75  was  raised,  in 
1810,  S")00,  a:id  at  the  |)reset  time  the  appropriation  is  .'i?lUM),  showin^j  a 
uniform  increase,  with  the  onward  niai  cli  <  f  proLi;ress. 

May  7,  1792,  a  committee,  consi>iing  of  Kdnumd  Longley,  Ebenezer 
Hall,  Abel  Parker,  Amos  Crittendi-n,  ZeheiK'e  Wood,  Abel  Warm-rand 
Jonathan  Fuller,  was  chosen  to  divide  llie  town  into  school  districts. 

^lay  6,  1793,  £210  was  voted  to  i»uild  sl  vi  n  schoolhoiise.s,  £[iO  to  eacdi, 
and  the  following  persons  were  appointed  as  building  committee:

Ill  later  years  there  has  been  i  leven  districts,  one  of  which  was  called 
tin  "Union,"  being  a  union  with  Plainlii  Id.  That  house  being  burned 
some  yi'ars  ago,  that  distiici  was  disbanded.  When  the  legislature 
made  the  school  district  system  optional  witli  lown>,  Hawley  with  manv 
other  towns  abolished  her  school  districts,  in  1867.  S<jon  after,  sonie  cf 
of  the  territoral  lines  were  changed,  condensing  some  of  the  districts,  so 
that  at  present  there  are  eight  districts  which  support  six  months  of 
schooling  In  each  year. 

For  some  time  about  ten  years  ago,  the  unitter  of  supervision  was  given 
to  ladies,  Mrs  Bethiah  S.  Barton,  and  Miss  S  iraii  Eastman,  each  success- 
fully manipulating  the  business  at  diflerent  times,  but  usually  it  is  man- 
aged by  H  comndttee  of  three  mendjers.  The  average  wages  i)aid  to 
teachers  is  about  $4.30  i)er  week. 


HIGHWAYS 

were  early  deemed  a  necessity,  and  it  is  evident  that  roads  were  in  ope- 
ration before  the  incorporation  of  the  town,  as  a  vote  passed  that  spring 
appropriated  £100  to  repair  highwaws.  The  appropriations  for  roads 
and  bridges  have  uniformly  been  in  excess  of  those  made  for  any  other 
matter.    The  fii>t  seltleis  located  their  roads  over  the 'rugged  hills,  tra- 
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ditioii  buying  that  tlicy  consuli  iiil  IIk-  liills  k■^s  iucumbei-L-d  by  muddy 
roads  thau  (he  valleys,  also  that  they  wanted  to  bo  in  a  position  to  sec 
the  smoke  from  each  others'  houses.  But  as  the  valleys  became  more 
settled  and  the  surrounding  towns  made-  through  travel  more  of  a  ueces- 
sity,  more  feasible  routes  were  idilized. 

The  transactions  of  the  town  furnish  copious  records  nlativr  to 
highways,  many  tirnscripts  having  been  nuulc  durin-;  its  entire  history, 
4nd  many  old  roads  have  been  di^cont  inut  d,  and  supersedeil  by  new  oiu's. 

The  old  "Potash  Hid"  mad  was  oi  i^jlnally  the  main  avenue  from  Pud- 
ding Hollow,  West  llill,  anil  Fi.rge  Hollow,  for  all  their  chureli-goiug, 
town  and  mei c:intil(' busincs-;  n(i\v  that  >teepe-it  of  all  highways  is  tlis- 
contiuui  d,  and  a  nrw  road  from  the  tow  n  house  to  the  TlK-ophilns  Ci'os- 
by  place.  Formi'rly  the  road  from  Forge  Hollow  to  Pudding  Hollow 
was  over  Forge  Hill,  but  for  many  years,  a  road  ilown  the  valley  of 
Chickliy's  river,  although  a  greater  distance,  has  been  a  niore  feasible 
rtnile.  A  portion  of  the  road  from  the  town  farm  to  Savoy  line,  lias 
recently  been  iliscontinued,  and  one  built  of  a  much  eju>ier  grade. 

Many  similar  (duipges  iuive  from  tinu'  to  tune  been  nuide,  as  changes 
in  busim'>s  interests  denuuided.  In  souu  eases  these  changes  have  lefi 
once  prosperous  homesteads  isolated  from  travel,  and  many  have  been 
ih'serteil  in  conse(pu'nce.  In  1  TUT),  £1[)()  were  appropriated  for  loads, 
and  now  t*»r  a  score  .  f  years  the  it})proprialion  has  been  $rJOU. 

The  highway  diKtricts,  have  higliwav  surveyors,  chosen  annually,  hav- 
ing chaii^e  ot  their  n  speetive  loeMlities,  the  tax-payers  usually  '^voiking 
out"  their  l;ix,  the  pricr  allowed  i)er  hour  being  stipulatt  il  by  the  se- 
lectmen. The  road  on  till'  i»ank«;  of  ("hiekh'v's  river  has  often  sutlered 
l)y  deslruciive  floods.  Oct.  4, 1809,  all  the  bridges  on  tiw  si  ream  were 
carried  away,  also  >everal  wash-outs. 

May  6,  1799,  the  town  voted  to  accept  a  road  from  Camp  rock  to  Savoy 
line.  This  started  near  tlie  Theophilns  Crosby  place,  and  ])iobably  js  an 
old  road  runiung  by  the  Graves  place,  the  Thomas  King,  afterward  the 
Ezra  King  place,  the  John  Htidloek  place  the  Elijah  Maisli  i)lace, 
the  Warriner  King  place,  now  the  town  farm,  the  Jomithan  Fuller  place 
to  the  Daniel  Rice  i)lace,  on  the  Savoy  line.  This  road  was  about  three 
miles  in  length,  and  a  portion  of  the  udddle  of  its  route  has  long  been 
discontinued. 


ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY. 

The  organization  of  the  church  ante  dates  the  incorporation  of  the  town 
thirteen  years.  Sept.  16,  1788,  an  ecclesiastical  conn<;il  met  at  tiie 
house  of  Samuel  IIitciiC(;ck,  jind  tiie  ministers  on  the  organizing  coun- 
cil were  Revs.

Hawley  bore  a  cnditable  part  lu  llu-  War  oi  the  Rebellion.  She  was 
represented  in  all  the  regiments  lliat  weut  fioin  Western  Massacluisetts, 
to  the  tri)iil,  and  at  thi?  hist  enrollincut  more  than  half  of  the  able  bod- 
ied men  liable  to  do  military  duty  were  already  in  the  tield.  Many  were 
the  loyal  ^ons  who  went  fortli  to  battle  for  the  old  Hni:  in  the  hour  of  its 
peril,  some  to  give  their  lives  in  the  service  for  wliich  they  fout^ht,  and 
till  svildiers'  jjraves  on  traitors'  soil,  some  to  be  brou<;ht  home  and  hnrit  d 
by  loving  hands,  beneath  tlu  ir  nal ive  ski(  s,  and  still  others  tt)  return, 
wearing  their  lanrels.  Not  only  ilid  the  pcoph  rt  si)ond  to  the  country's 
uticessities  as  soldiers,  but  contributetl  liheially  in  appr()i)riations  for 
slate  aid,  bounties,  clolhiu'j,-  and  (»ther  ai'ticles  of  comfort.

At  a  town  nuallng,  Aprd  7,  18")1,  it  was  \  (ded  to  huy  a  farm  htr  the 
SUI)[njrt  ui  the  poor.  Prr\  i.ais  l(»  tlud  tinu  the  kee[)ilij,  of  the  tow  P 
l)oor  had  usually  ht  t  u  done  l>y  l)oardin:;  them  witii  tin-  lowt  sl  bidder,  or 
hy  the  Over.seers  of  tlu-  poor,  which  \Vi  re  the  si  Irctmen,  making  a  con- 
tract with  |)ailies  to  k(  ep  tlu-m.  The}  weri'  not  all  kepi  at  one  jjlace^ 
hut  Went  wheii.'  cil cumsl  iiic  s  dielal<  d. 

The  conuidttee  chosen  tw  huy  a  Inrm  was  Levi  Ilwhh  n,  Calvin  Co(de\- 
and  Charles  Baker,  ami  tiiey  ])ur<:has,  d  d  D.  a.  Samui  I  Hall  ;he  place 
known  as  the  Wurriner  Kiii.^^  farm,  in  the  southwest  part      llie  town. 

It  was  urged  i)y  some  as  a  reastui  \\>i  huN  ing  an  almsdn^use,  inal  some 
w  ho  had  in  part  been  mainiaiiied  hy  the  tow  n  an  I  allowed  to  remain 
with  their  friiuids  would  j)rel».'i  to  support  tin  niselvcs  and  t.sc;ape  the 
odium  of  going  to  the  "poordnmse,''  as  all  w  ho  rt  ct  ived  aid  from  the 
luwii  Were  requircvl  to  go  there.  Tiie  selectmen  annually  hire  a  man  and 
his  wife  as  oversuer^  of  the  farm  and  house,  who  receive  a  stipulated  sal- 
ary, averaging  about  $250,  who  are  requireil  to  keep  an  exact  account  of 
recei|)ts  and  expenditures.    The  first  of  April  is  the  time  ad(^pted  f'>r 
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inukini;  a  cluingo  of  overseers,  ami  dairying  is  the  chief  SiUiice (if  revenue 
The  folh)\ving,  and  their  ^vives  have  been  the  overseers  of  the  town 
farm.  1851-2  Leonard  J.>y;  18:)3-4  S.  S.  Hemenway;  1855  to  G2  Proc- 
tor Marsh;  1862-3  Henry  Barton;  18G3  tol870  Phinens  Starks;.  J870 
John  Brown;  1871  to  73  Henry  Barton;  1875  Horace  Todd;  1876  to  1879 
Duuiel  Larkins;  187l>  to  84  Phiiieas  Starks;  188-4  Levi  llawkes;  1885  Geo. 
Turner;  1886  Charles  Davis. 

At  the  anuiuU  town  nnn'tim::,  March,  7,  1853,  a  code  of  rules  wita  a- 
dopled  regulating  the  hoii-e  ;im1  its  inmates,  \vliieh  relh cts  upon  llic 
civilization  of  the  llilh  ceniuiy.  li  received  tin-  tide  "Jilack  Laws,  ' 
copies  of  which  were  jihici  d  upon  tlx  records,  and  jtosted  in  ihe  house. 

It  was  the  suhject  of  a  poem  written  and  published  at  the  time  by 
Miss  ^lary  Taylor  entitled  "Northerji  Opi)re.ssion. " 


MILLS  AND  M.VNUFACTOIUES. 

It  is  evident  that  the  erection  of  mills,  particularly  -aw  mills  and  ;;rist- 
mill<,  ent^aged  the  attention  of  the  earliist  inhahitnuls.  The  (jldest  rec- 
ord found  i>  furnished  by  Mr.  Cieu.  D.  Critt(>nden  of  Shelburne  Fall-, 
made  by  his  gn  at  irramlfather,  Z(  bebee  Wootl,  at  a  nuding  of  the  i..- 
hahitantsof  No. 7,  held  Feb.  'J  1  1778,  at  the  house  of  Samuel  Hitchcock, 
Tlionuis  KiuLS  moderator.  Tiie  record  reads,  "Voted  Thomas  King  to 
L^o  and  tall<  with  the  prnpric  toi  s,  and  >ee  wliat  they  will  vio  ahi  ut  build- 
ing nulls  and  getting  on  the  rest  of  the  settlers." 

Sonietiuu!  ahout  1700,  C'apt.  Slmi'on  Crittenden  started  in  the  extriine 
south  part  of  the  preseat  limits  of  lowa,  a  id  operatetl  a  sawnull  and 
grist  mill.  Hi'  afterwards  sold  to  Joel  Kice,  who  cann;  from  Conway, 
jiaying  2000  silver  dollars  for  the  jiroperty.  He  conveyi-d  it  to  his  stuis 
Luther  and  Daniel,  who  operateil  it  until  1826,  when  it  was  bought  by 
Leavitt  Hallook,  who  built  a  large  t mni  r}  in  1827,  also  built  other  saw. 
mills,  and  i  stablished  a  large  and  fii)url.-,hing  business  which  con',iuut!il 
until  the  tannery  was  l)urned,  Feb.  11,  1816.  It  was  rebuilt  in  1818, 
but  never  wa-.  operateil  as  a  laii  .er>  .  A  sawmill  w.  s  afterward  operated 
in  tin'  building  by  Honuin  llallock,  and  otlur  wooden  wai'c  has  been 
manufactured  iher.',  l)ut  that  intoicst  is  now  extinct.  Halt  a  mile  down 
the  stream,  Alonzo  F.  Turi»er  built  a  sawmill  and  shop  for  various  man- 
ufacturing, about  twenty  years  ago,  which  is  still  operated. 

A  little  further  down,  Warrin.'r  King  and  Jonathan  Fuller  built  a  saw 
mill  in  the  earlj'  part  of  the  century,  which  was  afterwaid  burned. 

Mr.  King  rebuilt,  also  added  a  shop,  in  which  he  made  broom  handles. 
These  have  been  operated  by  A.  G.  Ayres,  Wm.  A.  Turner,  A.  F.  Turn- 
er, and  Geo.  K.  Starks  who  now  occupies  the  mill,  the  shop  having  been 
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abandoned  i\U(l  tal^cn  down.  Just  hclow  this  point,  1  lorMce  and  Daviil 
Thayer  built  a  turning  .sho[)  ahunl  forty  years  airo,  which  is  now  occupl- 
etl  by  G:'6.  K.  Starks  as  a  grist  mill.  At  FuUerville,  a  sawnilll  nud  oth- 
er wood-working  niachiueiy  hfis  t\)r  a  h>:ig  liniebei  ii  ocenpied  hy  succt^s- 
sive  i)artit's.  Half  a  mile  from  thin  point  uj)  ihe  Savoy  bnmcdi,  ,lohn 
MilK  r  built  a  null  al)()ut  IS'.O,  and  afterward  -old  to  IMward  Pick,  who 
added  macliinery  for  makln-j  bulter  l)o.\(  s  and  various  kinds  of  handles. 
The  aisaslrous  tiood  whieli  visit*  J  all  tiie  N.^rlhein  >t;.ic-,  Oct.  -1,  18G9, 
swept  uway  tint  dam  and  buildinirs,  leaving  only  hue-  rocks  win  re  once 
was  heard  the  busy  hum  of  intiusir}  . 

At  West  Hawley,  a  w;iter  privileij.o  was  utilized  at  the  bef^inidiiLi.  of 
the  century  for  the  manufacture  of  iron,  tlu'  ore  lu  ing  iddaim  d  from  a 
lulne  near  by.  Ellas  Goodspeed  was  one  of  the  ope  rators.  Tlu-  build- 
ings w<Me  burned  and  the  for:.;e  abandom d.  They  wi  r(  lehuilt,  and  iiave 
been  Used  for  variou-  kinds  of  nuuuifaclurinu.  Willi-  \  iiiecnl  iia-  occu- 
pied «nd  owned  the  place  for  the  last  thirty  years,  lor  making  broomhan- 
dles,  rakes,  Arc,  and  for  a  time  run  a  grisl  mill  in  conne«'lion  wdh  the 
other  business.  Au-tin  Peast-  built  a  tanni-ry  about  1SI15,  which  was 
operated  by  hinistdf,  ami  afti'iward  i)y  riout  s  A  hiars,  and  \\,is  ali.m- 
d<ined  in  IS.")").  Chester  Upti>n  once  oj)i'iatcd  a  shop  tor  makiiiii  liMudh  s 
near  the  residence  of  William  Wail.  Jonathan  lba(  k.  ti  I. mil  a  s  iu  ndll 
nhoui  toriy  yeais  ai:(»,  just  brlt.w  NaacC.  N'incc  niV,  allt  rwurd  ow  ned 
l.y  Clark  Sears,  now  abandtUM-d.  .\l>ont  \X'-U\,  .loim  and  Phiiiea-  Starks 
huilt  a  sawnull  on  Puller  brook  wliu  li  they  run  tor  a  lerni  of  \(  ars.  It 
was  ilestroycd  by  u  freshet,  and  m  vi  r  rehuill. 

Chickley's  river,  llowin;;  through  the  W(  st  pait  of  the  tiAvr,  furnishes 
the  be>t  water  poAi'r>,  allhou-h  ijtiier-  have  been  snciu-ssfully 
USfd.  Hefore  1  71*U,  .^b)Ses  lio-eih  had  a  ;^ri-t  mill  near  the  pre  sent  town 
house.  Here  Mr.  Ivoirer- was  kdled  in  1  SOS,  \vhd( cuttihL:  ice  from  the 
water  whet  l.  Thi>  [irivih  ^e  has  Ioul;;  hei-n  utilized  foi'  a  sawmill  and 
lurnin-.^  siiop,  and  has  been  own»nl  liy  I).  W.  liaker,  Harrison  C(jlb\ 
Lewis  J.  Hall  and  others.  The  first  mill  pioiu  ietoi  in  the  <iast  part  of 
tile  town  is  believed  to  be  a  Mr.  Whde.  Dea.  Li  vi  l^kh  idiie  early  binlt 
a  sawmill  now  i-iin  l)y  his  sons.  .Joshua  Vinceni  and  Healy  Newtiui 
once  t)wned  a  mid  towards  the  Buekland  line.  (Jn  the  BozraU  brook 
sm  ill  powers  have  been  tuuployed  to  opi'rat(  ( lothiiii;  works  and  shops, 
an.l  Charles  Crittenden  has  for  some  time  owned  a  sawmill  there.  An 
abandoned  null-site  was  once  impnjved  by  Abrah:un  Parker  near  the  (.-Id 
meetiufi:  liouse.  Soon  nft(;r  I8o0,  Elislia  Hunt  and  Zeuas  Thayer  bnilt  a 
sawmill  where  Theophilus  Crosby  formerly  lived,  a  little  east  of  win  re 
Chester  F.  Hunt  now  lives.  After  bjing  used  a  tow  years  it  was  burned 
one  fall  about  Thanksgiving  tune.    The  neighbors  turned  onl,  drew  and 
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Muiiy  years  a;^*)  a  wiiiuU  tauucrv  was  hiiilt  m  ar  wIumc  Atlicrtoii  Hunt 
live  s,  wliicli  was  oi)crated  by  liorso  power  uiul  hand  power. 

The  trades  liave  been  represented  in  proportion  to  the  war.ts  of  tlie 
people  i)f  a  ruial  eoninuiiiity.  John  Hadloek  was  for  a  lonj^^  time  one 
of  the  eai'penters  (jf  the  town,  and  many  buildings  are  now  staiidiii'j: 
which  ho  built.  liewis  Cobh  wa<  also  an  oM  time  carpenter.  Kussi  11 
S.  Challin  has  ii-centls"  loeatid  at  W't  >t  liawKy  a>  a  carpi  nlc  r,  ainl  Imilt 
1,  liou^i'  which  he  occupies.  Clu'strr  F.  Gii;^^'is  w  .s  one  ofihi  iown 
ahoi-uuikers,  and  usrd  to  f^o  aronnd  with  lii>  ''kit"  of  tooU  an  I  make 
U[)  the  anuual  stock  of  bocjts  aiul  ^ho^^  foi  eaeli  family.  Warriner  l\ipi^ 
and  P.uu.eaa  Starks  each  d  >n;-  (|  lile  a  loeiil  ini>ine->8  at  makim;  and 
mt'iKliini  fttr  theii"  in  iii;hbors.  ^Ir  Ivin;^  usi  ii  to  say  tiiat  he  frecpiently 
earned  enough  on  his  brneh  In  an  evening,  to  jtay  a  hiieil  man  a  Mays'  wa- 
ges.

Whitney  H'tehcocrk  ami  .buias  Jom  s  hegau  merchandis- 
ing about  1833,  and  were  succeeded  by  Lu(  ins  L.  Clark  and  Leonaid 
Cam[)b(dl.  Calvin  S.  Longley  kept  a  store  near  the  present  chnrch  un- 
til his  dc'alh,  which  is  now  kept  by  his  son-indaw,  Edwin  Scott.

About  ISoO,  a  iinioLi  bloie  uas  start- 
Lil  uLWest  HuwU  y,  bciug  No.  497  of  the  New  Englaud  protective  UuioD, 
which  prosi.ered  for  several  years,  one  year  the  (iividend  jmid  to  the 
sloekhoKlers  Ix  inj;  42  jn-r  eent,  but  by  some  cli8astrous  turn  in  the  tide 
of  affairs  the  Block  became  below  par  and  the  business  closed. 

At  Ilallockville,  Leavilt  Hallock  (  onilueted  a  store  during  the  lime  of 
his  bnsibess  operations  tlu  re. 

Joshua  Lougley  and  Wni.  Sanford  kept  op|)()>ili(,n  hotels  near  llu'  first 
church  while  that  was  the  cmter  of  bu^incsK.  Niuili  Joy  built  au.l  open- 
ed a  holel  at  South  llawley  in  1830,  \vlii(  h  he  kept  until  his  death  in 
1843.  He  was  bucceeded  by  Levi  lluhh  n,  and  ricnr)  Clark,  who  ki  pt 
it  until  1865  when  it  was  burned.  Clark  Fuller  doiu'  a  .small  but>ines.s  iu 
thai  line  iu  connection  with  his  other  business  at  FulK  rville.

At  i)ri'sent,  a  daily  mail  conjieets  wiili  the  railioail  at  CharU  niont,  ear- 
ried  hy  II.  S.  I'aeUard.  Tlu-  Hist  mails  at  West  Hawlev  were  receivid 
semi-wt-ekly  from  Cluirh  ni< )nt,  tlu  j^eople  sometime  s  ''taking  tnvns"  in 
carrying  it,  the  receipts  not  paying  expenses  to  the  Departmeiil.

A  record  has  been  furnished,  showing  thai  the  cemetery  in  tlie  old 
sixth  district  was  opened  in  1827,  and  that  Capt.  Luther  Rice's  child 
was  the  first  buried  there.  The  record  gives  the  names  of  57  buried 
there,  and  having  been  abandoned  several  years  ago,  it  is  evident  that 
nearly  a  hundred  have  been  buried  there.

The  following  record  of  a  mcfliiiij;  of  the  iniiabitant.s  ol  No.  7,  beariu^ 
date  Feb.  24,  1778,  Is  furnished  hy  Geo.  D.  Ci  itteuden,  having  been  left 
in  an  aceontit  book  kept  b}'  Zebedee  Wood,  befoic  and  after  liis  coming 
to  Hawley.  It  will  be  noticed  lliat  the  date  is  fomteen  ycaJB  before 
tin;  incorporation  of  the  town,  and  it  ajipears  that  jMr.  Wood  was  clerk 
of  the  meeting.  The  record  is  given  to  show  the  customs  adopted  by  the 
pioneer  settlers,  and  the  disadvantages  under  which  they  lived. 

Feb.  24,  1778;  At  a  town  meeting  held  at  the  house  of  Samuel  Hitch- 
cock, Thomas  King,  Moderator:  Voted  Nathaniel  Rudd,  Samuel  Hitch- 
cock and  Thomas  King  a  connnittee  to  get  the  town  salt  and  distribute 
the  same. 

V(»ted,  thev  w  ill  do  nothing  about  getting  a  town  stock  of  powder  and 
lead. 

Voted, Thomas  King  to  go  and  talk  with  the  proprietors  and  see  what 
they  will  do  about  l)uilding  ndlls  and  getting  ou  the  rest  of  tlie  Battlers. 

Voted  Thomas  King,  Daniel  Burt  and  Nathaniel  Rudd  committee  men 
to  go  and  see  aftei  a  council. 

Voted  to  hire  preaching  this  year,  and  to  raise  money  by  subscription 
to  pay  tlu'  same. 

Voted  Nathaniel  Rudd  to  draw  up  a  paper  and  get  signers. 

Voted  to  hire  Mr.  Sherwin  lo  preach. 

Voted  David  Parker  to  agi  i  e  with  him. 

Voted  Samuel  Hitchcock,  Sdas  Hitchcock  and  Nathaniel  Parker  com- 
mittee meu  to  lay  out  a  highway  from  Mr.  Curtis'  to  the  grant.

Tiien  rcckon^'d  and  settled  all  accounts  with  John  Starks  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world  to  this  dale.

John  Stalks. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  marriage  of  Rev.  Jonatliau  Grout,  Oct.  23,  1795 
he  made  a  large  register  or  C(,'rtifieate,  neally  and  elaborately  done  in 
pen  )»rinting,  at  tlie  bottom  of  which  is  the  following,  wiitten  as  an 
acrostic: — 

Man  placed  in  paradise  to  live. 

And  formed  and  aimed  for  social  bliss. 

Rejoiced  when  God  a  helpmeet  gave, 

Received  and  owned  her,  bone  of  his. 

In  this  connection,  would  men  gain  , 
All  joy  which  thence  might  sweetly  flow, 
Good  acts  reciprocal  must  prove,  j 
Each  in  their  turu  should  kindness  show.  ' 
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This  sheet  is  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Grout's  grniultluiigbter,  ]Mrs.  C. 
A.  Stebbins,  of  Deerfield,  also  two  sermons  delivered  by  Mr.  Qront. 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  one  on  tlie  oceasion  of  a  Fourth  of  July  cele  - 
bratiou  in  Heath,  in  1803,  the  otlier  at  the  close  of  a  singinj?  school  in 
Cummlngton  in  March,  1811.  She  has  other  relics  froin  the  ancestral- 
homestead,  also  some  articha  from  the  Grout  family  are  placed  in  Me- 
morial l[  all. 

An  Illinois  paper  of  Jan.  14,  1887,  reproduces  a  copy  of  a  poem  writ- 
ten as  a  knter  by  Jedediah  Lathrop  to  his  hnAher  Thomas.  It  was  orig- 
inally written  April  27,  18i'9,  when  he  was  a  cleik  in  a  store,  and  he 
dwells  at  length  upon  the  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  spring. 

The  life  and  character  of  Zachary  Hall  demands  a  space  In  this  work. 
He  oirginated  from  Ashfield,  and  in  childhood  was  said  to  possess  an 
average  amount  of  intelle  ct,  but  sometime  in  early  life  he  became  demen- 
ted to  a  certain  extent,  and  in  consequence,  became  an  object  of  charity, 
and  came  upon  the  town  of  Hawley.  One  account  says  that  the  cause  of 
his  downfall  was  a  religious  excitement  under  which  he  labored  at  one 
time  in  his  youth.  For  many  years  he  lived  with  Otis  Longley,  but 
upon  the  purchase  of  the  Town  farm  in  1851,  he  was  removed  there  and 
passed  the  rest  of  his  life  there.  He  had  many  halluciuatio  n.s,  some  peo- 
ple believing  his  abilities  were  better  than  he  assumed,  and  that  his 
peculiarities  wen;  put  on  for  effect.  He  once  had  a  sound  tooth  extract- 
ed, saying  that  it  once  bit  his  mother,  and  cut  oil' one  ol  his  fingeis  be- 
cause it  pinched  her.  SometimifS  he  would  decor;ite  himself  in  eveiy 
conceivable  siyle  and  c  dor  of  patches  on  his  clothing,  sometimes  sewing 
on  birch  l)ark.  He  usually  woic  u  handkerchit  f  tied  over  his  head,  as 
be  said,  to  keep  the  flies  out  of  his  ears.  He  of;en  spent  hours  at  a  time 
killing  flies,  by  striking  them  with  a  litile  paddle  or  narrow  shingle,  and 
was  a  pretty  good  shot.  Occasionally  some  particular  shrub  or  weed 
would  be  the  object  of  his  contempt,  and  he  would  spend  days  in  des- 
troying all  he  could  tlnd  of  that  particular  species. 

One  Fourth  of  July  be  heated  water  and  put  on  the  Canada  thistles 
which  grew  in  the  chip  yard  near  the  house.  It  bad  the  effect  of  wilt- 
ing the  noxious  thistles  at  the  time,  but  whether  the  treatment  ( ffer  ted  a 
permanent  eradication,  we  are  not  informed.  He  was  usually  harmless, 
but  at  times  his  vagaries  nssumed  a  rniscl  ievous  character,  for  instance, 
he  once  made  a  yard  in  an  Isolated  part  of  the  pasture  and  shut  the  cows 
in  it,  so  they  were  not  readily  found.  A  large  number  of  mud  of  swal 
lows  annually  built  nests  and  reared  their  young  under  the  eaves  of  the 
barn  and  a  long  shed.  One  Sunday  when  the  family  had  gone  locbureh, 
he  knocked  down  the  m-sts  and  destroyed  the  enK^  .v,<"i"H  btrdfv 
Sometimes  he  was  coaxed,  and  sometimes  threatened  Into  submission. 
At  one  time  he  had  a  severe  attack  of  jaundice,  and  on  asking  the  pro- 
prietor what  made  his  skin  so  yellow,  he  was  gravely  informed  that  it 
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was  (.'aurii'd  by  his  smoking,  wlu'ienpon  he  laid  by  liia  pi|)t'  anil  never 
used  It  aj;;nn.  Meetings  were  frequently  held  in  tlie  sclionl  house  in  that 
neij;hh()rh()oil,  and  one  Sunday  niorning,  the  minister  being  hite,  he 
took  his  seat  in  tlie  desk  and  quietly  remained  until  the  miidster  arrived, 
when  he  as  quietly  vacated  it. 

Sonietinies  he  would  run  away  from  home,  and  on  om;  of  tlu\>-e  o<cr.- 
sions,  (»ne  ot  the  town  fathers  tohl  him  Ihe  town  bought  the  f ai  m  for  liis 
special  use,  and  he  must  stay  and  lake  care  of  it,  wdiich  had  the  desired 
efVect.  Along  cha}>ter  might  b(.'  written  on  his  eccentricities,  but  en- 
ough has  been  said  to  give  a  good  desciiption.  Sufiice  it  to  say  tluit  lie 
lived  much  beyomi  the  allotted  age  of  man,  and  it  is  believed  that  he 
enjoyed  life,  in  his  way,  to  an  average  degree.  It  is  said  in  Ids  last  sick- 
ness he  realized  his  C(Muliiion,  and  was  mu(;h  more  composed  at  the  ap- 
proacli  of  death  tlian  nniuy  anotlu  r     Tie  died  Nov.  2,  1878,  aged  87. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  tou  n's  lil-^toi  y,  old  Mr.  Hale  lived  a  littk- 
north  of  the  South  Hawley  post  othce.  He  lived  a  kind  of  hermit  life 
by  lumself,  and  had  some  peculiar  fancies,  among  which  was  the  sup- 
position that  lie  was  tormented  by  evil  spirits,  and  would  show  tight 
with  his  supposed  enemies,  armed  with  a  pitchfork. 

Joseph  P.  Manning,  an  eccentric  man,  lived  in  Ashfield,  and  owned 
thirty  acres  of  land  now  on  the  farm  of  Joseph  Hitchcock  in  Hawley, 
on  which  was  a  small  house  wii<'re  he  often  stayed  for  a  month  at  a  time, 
sometimes  keeping  his  ct)w  there.  Most  peoi)le  in  Hawley  who  were 
living  thirty  years  ago  will  remember  him  as  a  kind  of  local  eeh-brity. 
He  spent  much  of  his  time  travelling  about,  canyijig  a  bag  of  lime  and 
a  whitewash  brush,  occasionally  getting  a  job  of  whitewashing,  havini', 
favorite  places  where  he  would  call  for  a  "dish  of  tea. "  lie  was  very 
erratic  in  his  leligious  convicthms,  and  son\etimes  his  voice  could  be 
heard  a  mile  when  he  was  at  ids  devotions. 

Tlie  year  181G  was  remarkable  for  its  cold  summer.  It  is  said  that 
spots  could  be  seen  on  the  sun.  Severe  frosts  occurred  every  month; 
June  7th  and  8th  snow  fell,  and  it  was  so  cold  that  crops  were  cut  down, 
even  freezing  the  roots,  but  they  were  replanted.  Ir.  th(>  early  Auttmin 
when  corn  was  in  the  milk  it  was  so  tluirouglily  frozi  n  that  it  ne  ver  ri- 
pened and  was  scaicely  worth  harvesting.  Breadsturts  were  scarce  and 
prices  high  and  the  poorer  class  of  people  wei-e  often  in  straits  for  want 
of  food,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  gianaries  (  f  the  great  west 
had  not  then  been  opened  to  us  by  railroad  communication,  and  people 
were  obliged  to  rely  upon  their  own  resources  or  upon  otliers  in  their 
immediate  h^cality. 

Tlie  winter  and  spring  of  1857  i>re8ented  some  |)i  culiar  freaks.  In 
February,  a  succe.ssion  of  thaws,  resembling  April  weather,  carried  oft' 
nearly  all  the  snow,  and  considerable  maple  sugar  was  made. 
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Marcli  (lid  not  betray  its  tni>it,  fui iii'^lilLig  the  usual  coinplcMuent  of  cold, 
snow  and  wind.  April  20  and  21 ,  the  u;roMiid  having  been  previounly 
bai"e,  a  sniuv  storm  laged  for  about  thirty-six  hours,  leaving  fully  three 
feet  of  solid  snow  on  the  ground.  Tiavelling  was  impossible  for  s(  vei- 
al  (lays,  aud  it  was  believed  that  had  the  weather  heeii  cold  and  the  snow 
dry,  It  would  have  been  six  feet  deep. 

Two  fiot  ible  thunder  showers  passed  over  the  town  within  a  year  of 
each  other.  Aug.  18,  1858,  near  the  close  of  an  intensely  ho',  day,  a 
shower  passed  from  Bouthwest  to  northeast,  accompanied  with  a  Avind 
which  assumed  the  proportions  of  a  tornado,  and  forests,  orchards  and 
buildings  were  demolished  through  a  narrow  strip  where  the  wind  was 
most  violent.  On  the  evening  of  Jidy  2,  1859,  a  terrific  thnnderstorni 
of  considerable  duration  occurred.  The  dannige  in  this  ease  was  caused 
i)y  walei-,  many  of  the  highways  being  literally  torn  in  piece  s. 

The  town  received  Its  full  comj)lenient  of  damage  and  subsecjuent  ex- 
penses l)y  the  memorable'  Hood  whieli  swept  like  a  luhil  wave  over  New 
England,  Oct.  4,  1869. 

The  early  inhabltfints  were  sometimes  in  terror  in  consequence  of  the 
prevalencN'  of  beasts  of  prey.  It  is  related  of  the  wife  of  Timothy  Bakrr 
that  at  times  wIumi  her  husband  was  absent  from  home,  it  was  her  cus- 
tom to  shut  her  children  m  the  house  when  going  after  tin;  cow,  to  pre- 
vent their  straylm:  from  the  house  and  being  devoured  by  wild  beast<. 

Wairiner  King  when  a  small  boy,  went  t»>  his  giaiulfalher's  house,  a- 
bout  two  miles  from  iiome,  and  not  returning  as  soon  as  expected,  his 
father  went  after  iilm;  meeting  him  on  the  way,  and  not  wishing  to  re- 
veal the  object  of  his  mi.-sion  or  tiie  fears  he  entertain((i  for  his  little 
scMi's  saf^^ty,  he  c<tolly  asUed  him  if  he  had  seen  anything  ot  their  sheep. 

In  the  spring  of  18"J1,  the  followiiig  families  removed  from  Hawley, 
the  most  of  them  going  to  Ohio:-  Soh)mon  Gravt  s,  John  Hadlock,  Kev. 
Joiin  Breed  and  Elder  Wagner.  At  that  time  the  "Western  lieserve," 
or  "New  Conuectlcut,"  in  Ohio,  was  just  opened  and  was  an  objective 
point  to  many  emigrating  west. 

April  20,  1856,  the  families  of  Luther  Rice,  Calvin  Rice  and  Nicholas 
Dubey  removed  west,  seveial  members  ol  the  family  having  )  r(  (:<  (h  d 
them.  Sept.  5,  1857,  their  parents,  Capt.  Luther  Rice  and  wile  wmt  i(. 
join  them. 

A  few  years  after  the  marriage  of  Ansel  Rice,  he  moved  with  his  faii,i- 
ly  toOhio,  going  the  entire  distance  \\  itli  an  ox  team,  with  which  he  carii 
ed  his  family  and  some  furniture.  A  cow  vvas  tied  to  the  wagon,  which 
furnished  milk  duiing  thejouiiuy.  The  family  csnally  slept  in  the 
wagon,  occasionally  putting  up  at  a  private  house.  On  the  morning  of 
their  departure,  their  neighbors  for  (piite,- a  distance  assembled  to  leave 
parting  congratulations,  making  as  much  capital  of  th(>  event  as  a  pres- 
idential party  W()uld  at  the  present  day. 
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At  the  orL'anizuiioii  of  the  tiist  Sniidny  scliool  in  June,  ]fH'^0,  'llj«»n  r.s 
Louglcy  was  8U|)friiitciuk'Mt,  antl  lunong  tlic  teachers  were  Den.  Lath- 
ri)p,  Levi  EldiiilLre,  Ezra  King,  Theopliilus  Crosby,  Jiulnh  Crosby.  Fitch 
Wooil,  Joshua  LoiigU'y.  Noah  Joy  Nv;ia  ok'rk;  his  duties  being  to  kee]^  a 
record  ot  the  sci  iptnre  verses  committed  and  i  (  cit(  d  by  each  scholar. 
The  n  wanl  was  a  four  puire  tiact  tor  each  forty  veises  repeated.  A  few- 
years  hiti  r,  (|ueHti(>n  hooks  were  iiit roduced,  and  a  library  added. 

John  Hadhick  was  a  carpenter,  and  for  a  large  part  of  the  time  was 
uway  from  home  in  the  pursuit  of  that  vocation.  On  a  frosty  evening  in 
the  full  of  the  year,  when  on  his  way  home,  in  passing  over  u  lonely 
portion  of  the  way,  he  saw  what  lu'  imagined  to  be  a  man,  aiul  on  ad- 
dressing liini  no  response  eame.  "Are  you  man  or  tiie  devil?"  And  still 
no  answer,  lie  was  contitlent  it  was  man ;  tlie  form  and  outline  gave 
him  the  fullest  as-iurauce.  His  m  xt  impression  was  to  evade  him  by 
turning  out  of  the  roail  and  pass  by  him.  Finally  summoning  u|)  ad  his 
courage  an»l  relying  ou  hie  physical  strength,  (of  which  lie'  had  a  good 
supply,)  he  approached  carefully  and  then  springing,  seized  a  —  <tump! 
On  seeing  the  place  afterwards,  it  was  revealed  to  him  that  a  tutu  in  the 
road  and  a  little  opening  in  the  forest  beyond,  gyve  the  objeei  the  ap- 
pearance o(  being  in  the  road,  and  imagination  bad  done  the  rt  bi 

Another  circumstance  showing  the  power  of  imagination:  Horace 
Thayer  made  baskets  during  the  w  inter  season,  and  stored  tl  i  .ii  m  all 
stages  of  manufacture  in  a  large  o)u  n  chamber.  One  time  he  h  i  i  heen 
away  with  his  wife  to  spend  the  evening,  and  on  their  return  a  noi^e  in 
the  chamber  indicated  the  nresence  of  a  burgliLr.  The  plan  of  attack 
was  arranged  for  Mr  Thayer  to  go  up  stairs,  armed  with  a  large  club, 
and  his  wife  to  keep  guard  at  the  window  in  case  of  an  esca])e.  But  on 
investigation  their  feftrs  were  removed  by  finding  that  the  house  cat  had 
become  a  self  made  prisoner  under  an  overturned  basket.

OUTODOXY  YS  I^'FIDELITY. 

A  contest  that  was  fought  out  in  Franklin  County 
rcnowcd  in  London. 

A  singular  bit  of  history  is  in  existence  which  most  of  the  older  peo- 
ple of  western  Fraid'din  will  ri'inemlH  r.  In  tbe  palmy  days  of  the  town 
Dr.  Charles  Knowlton  frt)m  .Ashbiirnham  settled  in  Hawley  and  com- 
menced the  }>ractice  of  his  profession.  His  fame  «s'an  adx  t.cate  of  ma- 
terialism and  other  vie-ws  tending  to  atheism  had  preceded  hiu),  and  the 
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staiil  old  orlbodox  town  of  Hawli^y  was  much  excited,  cspceiall\-  when 
il  wu.s  kuuwii  that  he  pioj)osed  to  publish  another  eiUliou  of  his  "Fruils 
of  Philosophy,"  for  issninsj;  wldcli  he  had  been  imprisoned  at  Cambridge. 
A  rivalry  instantly  sprang  up  between  Dr.  Knowltou  and  Dr.  Moses 
Smith,  tile  oi  tliodox  physician  who  had  long  prficticed  m  the  town. 
Each  doctor  bad  his  strong  partisan  friends,  and  quite  a  number  of  fam- 
ilies named  their  children  after  their  favorite  physician.  Col.  Charles 
Knowltou  Hawkes,  who  recently  dietl  in  tSan  Francisco,  Cal.,  and  Col. 
Moses  Smith  Hall  of  West  Virginia,  who  distinguished  himself  during 
the  war  as  colonel  of  tlie  Virginia  regiment  which  did  such  ellicient  ser- 
vice in  bushwhack  lighting  with  West  Virginia  rebels,  w^'re  both  natives 
f)f  Hawley  and  were  named  after  Drs.  Knowltou  and  Smith. 

Kev.  Jonathan  Grout,  the  tirst  si'tlled  minister  in  Hawley,  was  then 
living  and  visited  Dr.  Knovilon  and  tried  to  peisir.ide  liini  t(^  abandon 
the  i)ul)lieat  ion  of  his  bo(jk,  uiging  among  othei-  reasons,  that  it  was 
again>t  tlie  law  to  publi>ii  sucii  a  bock.  Tin  doctor  rei)lied  tliat  he 
"didn't  care  anything  about  the  law."  Mr.  (bout  lokl  him  tliat  laws 
were  made  for  people  who  didn't  care  anything  about  them. 

About  thi.s  time  Key.  Tyler  Tiiatcher  settled  in  Hawle}'  as  colleague 
with  ^Ir.  Grout.  He  was  a  young  man  of  rare  talent,  with  reasoning 
powers  of  a  high  order,  an  argumentative  miiul,  and  ult ra-Calvinistic 
views  in  theology.  A  brisk  controversy  immediately  sprang  up  betweeu 
him  anil  Dr.  Kuowlton,  whicli  resulted  in  a  challenge  fiomMr  Thatcher 
to  the  doctor  to  meet  him  in  a  public  debate  in  the  old  meeting  house. 
Tht;  challenge  was  accepted,  tin;  parties  met  and  a  great  forensic  battle 
was  fought  between  the  theism  of  the  Puritan  fatheis  and  modern  ma- 
terialism. Dr.  Kuowlton  taking  his  turn  ia  occupying  the  itulj)it  in  the 
old  church,  from  whicli,  U|)  to  that  day,  nothing  had  enuuiated  but  the 
pure  unailullerated  theism  of  the  pilgrim  fathers.  Mr.  Thatcher  w^as 
assisted  by  a  man  named  Balchelder,  who  made  it  his  business  to  travel 
the  country  and  ludd  public  meetings  with  infidc  Is.  A  large  audience 
gathered  Irom  the  surrounding  towns  to  hear  the  dehate,  and  the  result 
was  the  friends  of  both  sides  claimed  the  victory. 

About  this  time  Dr.  Kuowlton  removed  to  Ashfield  and  formed  a  co- 
partnersiup  with  Dr.  Roswell  Shei)ard,  and  Shepard  ic  Kuowlton  i)ub- 
lished  the  book,  the  republication  of  Avhich  has  raised  such  an  excite- 
ment iu  England.  Tile  town  of  Ashfielti  w  as  at  once  divided  into  two 
parties,  the  Kuowlton  and  anti-Kr.owlton.  The  Kuowlton  parly  was 
composed,  not  so  much  of  proselytes  of  Dr.  Knijwlton's  peculiar  nc  iioi.s 
on  materialism,  as  of  persojis  who  had  faith  in  him  as  heing  a  skillful 
physician,  and  who  believed  it  would  be  belter  to  let  him  alone,  and  al- 
low him  to  peaceably  enjoy  his  own  opinions,  as  up  to  this  time  he  had 
made  no  attempt  to  make  proselytes  to  his  views  on  materialism.  Rev. 
Mr.  Grosvenor,  the  Congregational  minister,  made  an  attack  on  him  from 
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liis  pii'iMt,  in  wl.icli  he-  tuld  his  i)eoi»le  not  to  umploy  Slivpriid  A:  KikanI- 
lon,  —  tliat  inlidi'lity  must  be  oi  iishtHl  in  Aslifield  by  witlubawin^-  ijutron- 
fiH)iu  that  firm, —  and  it  was  pioposud  to  jMit  the  ban  of  the  oliurch 
upon  ;ill  of  its  niend)ei\s  \viio  |)erHisted  in  t  ni})L)\ini^  tliem.  Dr.  Know  l- 
ton  atti  iidfti  the  church  meeiiug  ;nul  asked  |iei-mish>iou  to  Sjuak,  but  as 
he  ^sa^  not  a  c'liireh  nioinhei,  that  privih'ge  was  not  granted  liini.  He 
tlien  i)ubli.sh(  d  his  famous  "Letlei-  to  Col.  Abel  Williams, a  iironiineut 
inember  of  the  church  who  i eluded  to  withdraw  his  patronage  from  him, 
in  which  he  maintained  iiis  iic?ht  to  tlisseminate  Ins  own  opinions,  if  iu 
doing  so  he  di  1  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  otht  rs.  He  called  a  meet- 
inu'  of  the  citizrns  of  Aslifiehl,  at  which  he  madi'  a  long  addiess,  ending 
l)y  proc-lainiing  his  puipese  to  stick  at  all  hazards,  and  support  hiuiself 
and  fandly  by  the  ])raclice  (^f  liis  profeswion  in  that  town. 

Inunediatelv  after  this  ll(  v.  Mr.  Grosvenor  and  sevi  ial  of  his  leading 
tduireli  mcndt;  iH  ai)peared  liefore  the  grand  juiy  at  Greenfield,  ami  pio- 
eured  the  mdieiment  of  Shepard  S:  K'nowltnii  for  publiwhing  ;i  hook  eal- 
culaled  to  injure  the  i»ul)lir  morals.  This  iuilictment,  which  was  found 
at  ilie  August  term  in  1834,  is  a  curiously  worded  document,  but,  in  its 
phraseology,  somewhat  siudiar  to  one  founil  in  England  iu  June,  1877, 
and  trn  d  before  tin;  lord  justice  and  a  special  juiy.  Knowlton  &  Shep- 
ard weir  arrested  by  Sli-'iilVs  Purple  and  Wells,  and  gave  bail  for  their 
a|)i)eariincc  at  the  November  term,  when  the  c:isc  was  tried,  with 
District  Alt(>rney  Dewey  for  tiic^  ( -ommon wealtli ,  and  W<dls  and  Alvord 
foi-  the  deffudants.  The  jury  (Usagreed,  and  the  case  was  re-tried  iu 
.Marcli,  1  835,  w hen  the  jury  again  disagieed,  and  the  case  was  nolpros- 
bed  at  tiie  ni-xt  (Aiigiist)  term. 

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  nothing  more  is  heard  of  tliis  book  for  forty 
three  yeiij-s,  till  its  rc})ublication  in  England  caused  so  much  excitement. 
It  is  also  n  remarkable  cordirmation  of  Dr.  Kiiowlton's  claim  to  original- 
ity in  the  discovery  of  certain  i)h}  siological  tj  uths  put  forth  in  this  book, 
that  it  was  slated  in  the  English  court  tliat  after  a  diligent  seui'ch 
through  all  medl(;al  or  (piasine-dical  literaturi',  nothing  coulaiuing  similar 
statements  could  bo  found.    Mr.  Bradlaugh  and  Mrs.  Besant  conducted 
their  own  defense,   the  latter  occupying  several  lionrs  iu  her  plea,iu 
whicli  she  discussed  from  a  moral  and  philauthro})ic  standjioint  the  pif»- 
priety  of  scientific  clu'cks  upon  the  inoiease  of  population.     After  a 
three  days'  liial,  the  lord  chief  ju.stice  charged  the  jury  that  if,  in  their 
opinion,  the  book  was  calculated  to  ir.jure  the;  public  morals,  they  were 
bound  to  render  a  verdict  of  guilty,  whether  it  Avas  jjublislu  d  with  a  bad 
intent  or  not.    They  rendered  a  veidict  of  guilty,  but  exonerated  the  de- 
fendants from  any  bad  motive  in  publishing  the  book.    Sentence  was 
8usi>eiided  for  a  time,  and  the  defendants  were  released  on  tlieir  own  re- 
cognizances.   Meanwhile  a  writ  of  error  has  been  granted,  and  it  is 
thougiit  the  verdict  w  ill  not  be  sustained. 
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BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES. 


Justin  Bliss  Wiirrinor,  oldest  son  of  Hczckiali  Wanincr,  was  boui  in 
Hawley,  March  15,  1818,  and  married  La\iru  Ali'reda,  daugbU  i- of  Samuel 
T.  Gri)uf.  He  graduated  at  the  Pennsylvania  Medical  Cr)lkge  and  coin- 
nu-necd  tlio  i)raclico  of  medicine  in  Burlington,  N.  ,1.,  in  1848.  He  died 
of  Asiatic  cliolcra  the  followinu-  year,  after  liavirg  Lad  the  reuiarUable 
success  of  not  losing  a  patient  from  tlie  fell  disease,  althongli  lie  treated 
on  an  average  forty  cases  a  day.  Peoplt^  living  in  tliat  pai  t  ol  Burlingtou 
called  Heveily  still  renunib er  1  ho  panic  liis  (Uath  oeeasioned,  as  thry 
l,ad  such  contidouee  in  liis  ski'l  that  even  elioh'ra  liad  lost  itsio.rors. 

Hezekiah  Kyland  Warriner,  born  in  llawley,  July  23,  1822,  was  edu- 
cated at  Williston  Seminary  in  Eastiiampton.  lie  6i)eut  several  \  ea^^  in 
Deertiold,  Grc^entield,  and  surrounding  towns,  then  went  to  J*liiladel- 
pliia,  establishing  a  biilliant  reputation  as  an  (  ducalor.  lie  aftiiwards 
comnienci'd  the  study  of  Law  in  the  ollice  of  Henry  T.  (Jrc^nt,  of  Piiihi- 
didpbia,  was  admitted  to  the  bai',  and  at  the  tinu'  of  his  death,  Avbieh  oc- 
curred .Ian.  31,  1873.  in  the  piinie  of  life,  was  rapidly  l  ising  in  his  jtjo- 
fession.  His  body  was  brought  to  Deerfield  feir  buiial,  at  bis  request, 
and  his  former  pupils  in  the  Academy  erected  a  nu>numeut  to  his  memo- 
ry, and  by  his  siile  rests  the  body  of  his  beloved  wife,  Olive,  daughter  of 
Capt.  Ednnmd  Longley. 

Dr.  Henry  Augustus  NVarriner,  youngest  son  of  He  zekiah  Warriner, 
was  born  in  Hawley,  Sei>t.  '21, 1824,  gratluated  from  the  ^ledical  College 
in  Cincinnati,  Oldo,  and  afterwards  spent  a  year  stvnlying  in  Germauyj 
and  thcD  returned  to  fill  a  Professorship  in  Antioch  College,  Ohio.  At 
the  breaking  out  of  the  War  of  the  Uebellioti  he  with  other  teachers  and 
many  students  eidisted  in  the  union  army,  and  he  was  assigned  the 
charge  of  the  Western  division  of  Sanitary  stores.  After  the  war  he 
s;)eut  >onie  years  in  liler  iry  work.  nu)stly  in  Deerfield,  and  represented 
tiiat  district  in  tiie  legislature.  He  h  f t  Di  erti(  ld  to  engage  in  teaching 
at  Plymouth,  where  he  died  suddenly,  in  Novend^er,  1871,  in  the  midst 
of  his  usefulness,  like  his  elder  brolheis. 

Henry  Taylor  Grout,  L.  L.  D,,  youngest  sou  of  Eev.  Jonathan  Grout, 
was  born  in  Hawley,  Aug.  7,  1810,  finished  his  education  at  llamdton, 
N.  Y.  He  at  tirst  engaged  in  mercantile  business  at  Grafton,  Mass., 
where  he  was  postmaster  until  he  left  the  place.    He  finally  located  in 
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Pliihulelpllia  and  coiiinu'iicc  d  tlic  .-tiidy  of  ]nv,  in  llio  oftice  of  Judge  Kel- 
ly, iiiid  was  in  partnersliip  with  liim  for  some  years  after  being  admitted 
to  the  bar.  Jle  was  a  staimcli  Democrat,  and  at  one  time  wlien  the  city 
was  lari^ely  demoeralie  he  was  stu.ngly  urged  to  jiccej)t  tlie  r(  mination 
for  Mayor  of  the  city,  but  he  declined,  i)r(  feriiug  to  continue  in  the 
practice  of  his  professioD.  For  several  years  he  was  City  Solicitor  for 
the  District  of  Pennsylvania.     He  died  June  22,  1886. 

The  ancestry  of  the  Lougleys  wlio  settled  in  Hawley  is  traced  back 
220  years  to  William  Longley,  who  was  town  clerk  of  Groton  in  UiGO. 
11  is  son  William  was  also  town  t  lcrk,  and  witii  his  family  was  massacred 
by  Indians,  July  27,  1U9-4. 

Edmund  Longley  was  a  prominent,  intluential  man,  was  a  Justice  of 
thf  Peace,  the  first  town  clerk,  serving  thirtet  n  consecutive  years,  and 
for  thirteen  terms  represented  his  town  in  tiie  legislature.  He  was 
a  natural  leader  among  his  Cotemporaries,  and  many  of  his  descendants 
inhciit  the  same  quality.  Jle  possessed  a  good  business  ability  and  was 
polished  and  gentlenumly.  He  was  a  colonel  In  the  Revolutionary  war, 
and  in  after  life  received  a  pei:si( :u  of  $296  a  year.  He  died  Nov.  29, 
181:2,  at  the  advanced  age  of  96  years.  Of  his  children,  none  are  living, 
and  of  his  descendants  but  one  family  remains  in  Hawley,  that  of  Mrs. 
Edwin  Scott,  a  gri-at  granddaughter. 

Gen.  Thomas  Longley,  oldest  son  of  ''Esq.  Edmund,"  was  born  Sept. 
4,  1774.  Like  his  father,  he  was  prominent  and  influential,  for  many 
years  was  town  clerk,  and  was  many  times  sent  to  the  legislature.  He 
was  undoubtedly  the  ablest  man  of  his  time  who  represented  the  town 
in  the  General  Court,  was  a  tine  public  speaker,  carrying  a  strong  and 
pot^itive  influence,  and  was  possessed  of  much  dignity  and  bearing. 
Unlike  most  coimtry  members  of  the  present  day,  his  voice  could  be 
heard  with  telling  efVect  in  ihe  halls  of  legislation,  and  in  his  day  he 
was  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  esteemed  men  in  this  part  of  the 
state.  During  tlie  war  of  1812  he  was  placed  in  command  of  a  regiment 
of  infantry  drafted  from  the  northern  part  of  the  old  County  of  Hamp- 
sl)ire,  (now  Franklin  County,)  witli  orders  to  march  to  Boston  to  protect 
the  coast  from  invasion.  He  settled  with  his  father,  outliving  him  but 
si.x  years,  and  dieil  at  Hawley,  Sept.  22,  1848. 

Alfred  Longley,  sou  of  Thomas,  born  at  Hawley,  Nov.  10,  1809,  grad- 
uated from  Oberlin  College,  Ohio,  studied  theology  with  Dr.  Packard 
of  Slielburue,  and  was  liceiised  to  preach  by  the  Franklin  Association. 
He  afterwards  preached  in  nortliern  Ohio,  and  died  at  Chatham  Centre, 
in  that  state,  in  1850,  aged  41.  ' 
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Thomas  Lawiei.ce  Longloj,  ^(.n  of  Th.  mas,  was  born  in  Hfi\U<y, 
Fe  b.  15,  1821.  At  the  age  of  22  ho  went  to  Dakota  to  aBsist  his  brother 
and  sister,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Riggs,  in  establishing  themselves  at  a  new  mis- 
sionary station.  Soon  alter  reacliii'g-  there  he  was  diowned  wiiilc  bath- 
ing in  the  river.  This  Budden  ending  ot  a  lite  of  so  mncli  prrnuse  was 
not  only  a  dreadful  blow  to  his  sister  and  her  family,  but  also  to  his 
old  father  and  mother  at  home,  as  they  had  hoped  he  would  soon  return 
io  cheer  their  tlerlining  years.  It  was  also  a  great  loss  to  the  town,  as 
no  more  worthy  sou  ever  h  f t  the  hills  of  old  Ilawley;  His  parting  in- 
jiinetioii  to  a  cousin  to  "do  g,>od  and  be  g.)od  '  had  been  his  own  motlo, 
as  his  beautiful,  unselfish  lil'e  abundantly  proved. 

Ji>sep!i  G.  Longley,  yoiyigest  son  of  Thomas,  was  born  in  Hawley, 
Alay  1*4,  1813.  After  his  common  school  life  at  home  he  became  a  stu- 
dent at  Oherlin.  Ohio,  came  lion  e  on  a  vi^it,  and  remained  on  acco\int 
(.f  hi>  fathers'  poor  heallh.  After  teaeliing  some  years,  a'part  of  which 
time  lie  served  as  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  in  his  native  town, 
he  entisted  in  the  army,  and  was  1st  lieutenant  in  the  1st  Massachusetts 
colored  regiment.  His  health  faihng,  he  was  discharged,  and  was  em- 
ployed by  the  American  ]\ri^Kionary  Association,  as  Supeiintendent  of 
schools  among  the  Freedmen  of  North  Carolina.  He  afterwards  gradua- 
ted froni  the  Tiieological  Seminary  at  Auburn,  N.Y.,  and  soon  after 
died  at  Greenvdle,  Id., May  4,  1871,  aged  netsrly  48. 

Mrs.  Lucretia  Longley  Cooley,  daughter  of  Thonms  Longley,  was 
born  at  Hawley,  Oct.  4,  1811,  and  died  at  Marysville,  C  il.  in  1881, 
where  she  had  reshled  with  her  sons  seven  years,  after  the  dealii  of  her 
husband,  in  South  Di  erfield. 

Mary  Ann  Longley,  daughti  r  of  Thonms,  born  March  10,  1813,  mar- 
ried Kev.  Stephen  R.  Riggs  in  18-57,  and  started  for  Ihe  land  of  the  Da- 
kota.s,  where  lier  life  for  the  next  thirty  two  years  was  spent  in  assisting 
her  husband  in  his  elforts  to  civilize  and  christianize  the  natives, and  in 
caring  for  and  educating  her  own  lannly  of  eight  children.  Those  who 
have  read  "Mary  and  I,"  written  by  her  husband  after  her  death,  will 
have  no  doubt  that  the  plauilit  "Well  done"  awaited  her  in  "Jerusalem 
the  Golden."    She  died  Maich  22,  18G9,  aged  55. 

One  of  their  sons  visited  Ihe  east  last  auhimn,  lecturing  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  cause  in  which  his  parents  were  engaged.  During  his  travels 
he  visited  Hawley. 

Henrietta  Arms  Longley,  youngest  daughter  of  General  Longley,  was 
horn  Jidy  12,  182G,  was  educated  at  South  Hadley  Seminary,  taught  at 
Maueh  Chunk,  Piv.,  died  in  1850,  at  the  age  of  24.  i 
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The  foll()\viTi;j;  is  cdpic  J  fioiu  ;in  isnic  of  the  ( IrLH  iiliclil  Gazi  tlc  in 
JuiiL',  iy8:i:— 

Mrs.  .Jeriislia  King,  who  died  in  Phiiulicld,  Miiy  29,  Avas  a  icpicsenta- 
tivf  of  GUI'  of  oldest  families  in  Ilawh  y.  Her  giainlfatlM  )•,  Thoinas 
Kitii:-,  came  inU/  tow  n  in  ilic  sprin;:-  of  177l\  llie  second  year  (d  its  iile- 
ninit.  Slie  was  a  direet  descendant  «>n  lier  maternal  side  ol  Gain  ]uil»- 
inson,  a  cler^^yman  wlio  cmi;^a'ated  fii)m  Scotland  in  1GS2,  l)eln<i-  iiis 
greal  ^landihumliter.  ( The  wiit cr  is  a  descendant  of  the  same  stock.) 
Tiic  subject  of  this  sketch  was  liorn  in  llawley,  Nov.  2;"),  17^8,  whicli  was 
t'ircc  years  before  the  town  was  incori)orati  d  and  rec:eived  its  name,  and 
wa-  therefore  !H)  years  old  at  the  time  of  liei"  deatli.  At  tlie  age  of  IS  -he 
mairied  Ezr  i  King,  tin  rehy  not  i  liaiiiiini;  her  maiilen  mnne,  and  became 
the' motlier  of  l"j  children,  seven  ( if  as  hom  siirvi\eher,  the  ohhst  at  t  he 
a_«-  of  7-").  She  lias  heen  almost  a  lite-long  re>i(Uiit  of  her  mitive  town, 
and  in  the  same  lu  ighL-orhood  of  lu  r  hijih,  haA  ing  livid  at  one  place 
fort\  3'ears.  She  was  possessed  (d'  a  tine  phy-ical  con.s<it  ntion,  was  active 
and  indublrious,  and  loi-  nniny  lom:  year>  •'Aunt"  ,)<  ru>ha"s  lio^i)itality 
was  extended  to  friends,  relatives  and  strangeis.  lb  r  name  was  a  hoiiM  - 
liold  word  and  she  Avas  one  of  those  tow  n  aunts  w  ho  i-;  a  friend  to  eveJT 
body.  About  loity  yi  ars  ago  her  hu-hand  dieil,  and  ab-.ut  twenty  live 
years  a_H)  >he  went  to  li\c  \\illi  her  bjothei  and  nian.i-e  his  hon-(  hold, 
lie  being  a  w  ill. ,\vt  r,  and  remainc  vl  iiiii  il  hi>  death  in  1^77.  ]\I  r.  King 
died  with  thai  lerrilde  -eonrge,  a  cancer,  which  ate  away  th(t  t  i;lir(  side 
of  hi-  face,  an.l  his  vi.st(  !•.  then  88  yeais  (if  age,  had  the  wliob-  care  of 
him,  beim:  ohiiged  to  get  up  several  tinu-s  each  night  for  a  number  of 
mont  hs,  and  w  it  hont  -hiinking  and  with  Chii-lian  fortitvide  did  she 
mini-ter  at  that  bedsiile  until  death  relic  ved  him  of  hi>  sullerings.  She 
then  Went  to  live  w  ith  her  dauglit(  r,  Afrs.  Join  s,  in  l^laintield,  whcic 
slie  (piielly  passed  the  last  live  years  of  her  life,  ^nrrt-nnded  by  the  love 
f  f  all  wli(»  knew  lier.  And  now,  after  hei-  lifi-  Wdi  k  i-  (hun-,  and  noldy 
done,  haviiiLi-  rounded  up  almost  a  eenluiy,  this  vem'ral)le  n.otlier  in 
raid  peacefully  sleeps  in  the  cemeley  i.i  ilawley,  and  her  (•hildreii,  all  (»f 
whom  occupy  respectable  position.-  in  lib-,  rise  up  and  call  her  bles-ed. 

Warrim  r  King  was  born  in  Hawh  y,  ^lay  27,  1787.  On  arriving  at  ids 
majorilN  lie  mairied  Elizab(lli  (  j(-will  and  b(  ut.ldafaim  adjoinii  g 
his  birthi)la('e,  which  is  the  present  town  bnin,  whic  h  he  greatly  im- 
proved by  erecting  subslantial  buildings,  enelcFiiig  the  fields  with  stone 
walls,  anil  clearing  up  the  miginal  b)r(st.  He  operated  a  sawMnill  and 
turning  shoj)  for  ii  any  years,  and  done  .-ome  local  biisine-s  at  making 
and  iiunding  shoes.  He  hved  without  ostentatntn,  but  }V)S>-essed  a  S(uind, 
nnilured  judgment,  receiving  the  highest  oilices  in  the  gift  of  the  town. 
It  was  a  motto  with  him  "What  is  worth  doing  is  yvoi\h  doing  well."  lu 
his  ndigious  sentiments  he  w as  a  ]\b  tho(list,  and  in  the  old  days  of  cir- 
cuit i)ri-achers  hi>  hospitality  was  shared  by  many  of  those  itinerants. 
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His  voice  ill  piuyor,  cxliort:iti(m  and  song'  was  often  licard  in  the  con- 
ference meeting.  After  becoming  disabled  from  age  and  infirmity  lie 
sold  liiH  farm  and  bought  a  homestead  near  by,  where  he  s])ent  the  rest 
of  lii.s  days,  enjoying  a  competency  wliieli  liis  liaiids  earned  m  the  i)rime 
of  life.  He  died  Feb.  27,  1877,  at  tlie  age  of  almost  90,  having  passi-d 
his  entire  life  within  half  a  mile  of  his  birthplace. 

Jonas  King,  son  of  Jonas  and  Abigail  (Leonard)  King,  was  born  in 
Hawley,  July  29,  1792.  His  parents  wore  jioor,  and  the  avenues  for  ob- 
taiiii.ig  an  odiicatiou  AVt-ro  limited  in  those  primitive  ilays,  hut  he  iuid  a 
strong  desire  for  Jearnirg  and  used  evciy  means  in  his  pow(  r  in  that 
piir.siiit.  In  his  boyhood  he  once  went  to  a  schoolhonst;  in  Plaintield, 
\^  lu  re  he  knew  there  was  a  school,  arriving  the  first  one  on  the  ground 
m  the  mornnig.  When  the  master  came  he  asked  him  who  he  was  ami 
w  hat  he  wanted.      On  learning  his  histi^ry,  the  master  took  him  into  the 

liool  and  afterwards  made  airargements  to  give  him  the  beiiotit  of  that 
teim.  His  schooldays  were  but  a  succession  of  stnggles  for  the  object 
in  view,  hut  he  fitted  for  college,  and  graduated  at  "Williams  in  181(5,  at 
the  age  of  2*2,  studied  theoh^gy  at  Andover,  and  was  ordaiiud  in  1819. 
In  1823  he  wt^nl  with  Pliny  Fisk  as  a  missionary  to  Jerusalem,  and  in 
1828  became  a  missionary  t^)  (Jretce,  where  lie  h:L(  rt  d  the  un  aindtr  of 
his  life,  being  nn  able  and  ( llicient  power  in  behalf  of  the  o]>pressed  in- 
habitants. In  18<)">  he  made  his  last  visit  to  AnuMica,  at  whicii  time  he 
j)reached  once  in  his  native  t{)wn,  and  was  the  object  of  marked  attention 
elsewhere  in  this  country.     He  died  in  (ireece  Hince  his  return. 

George  Latlirop,  son  of  Zephaniah,  was  born  in  Hawley,  March  5, 
17'jr).  Able  and  public  sj)irited,  he  wns  idiuitified  with  the  interests  of 
the  town,  held  the  otVu;e  o^"  town  clerk,  and  selectman,  and  was  several 
times  sent  as  a  Rei)resentative  to  tlie  legislature.  The  material  for  the 
history  of  Hawley  in  Dr.  Holland's  "History  of  Western  iNIassachusetts" 
published  in  1855,  was  furnished  in  part  by  him.  Hcmest  and  conscien- 
tious, he  was  upright  in  all  his  dealing.s.    He  died  Sept.  8,  18G2. 

Rufus  Sears,  when  a  boy  of  11  years,  came  ftom  Dennis  witli  Joseph 
Bangs,  and  lived  to  advanced  nge  in  Hawley,  At  ditfercnt  periods  he 
served  as  deacon  of  both  the  churches  in  town,  had  a  strongly  marked 
religious  character,  uiul  held  the  respect  of  all  w  ho  kuew^  him.  During 
the  last  of  his  life  he  used  to  stand  in  the  pulpit  beside  the  minister, 
during  services,  on  account  of  deafness.  He  lived  to  see  the  burial  of 
his  namesake,  a  grandson  who  had  grow  n  to  manhood.  His  death  oc- 
curred Nov.  G,  1856.  ,i 
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Freeman  AtkiiiB,  horu  in  Coleraine,  Aug.  21,  IbOG,  spent  the  n\o>i 
of  his  life  iu  Hmvley,  wliere  Zenas  Bangs  settled  in  Pudding  Hollow. 
Has  served  as  town  clerk  and  on  the  l)(H\rd  of  selectmen,  and  for  tliirty- 
seven  years  was  Treasnrer  of  the  Congregational  society  in  WetJt  Huwley, 
the  duties  of  which  he  ever  discharged  with  promptness  and  fidelity, 
lie  was  a  large,  well  proportioned  man,  and  in  liis  prime  but  te\v  liad  a 
finer  physical  develoi)ment.  It  was  a  chaiaeteristic  of  his  to  do  liis  work 
in  the  neatest  manner,  and  everything  coming  under  his  supervision  was 
marked  with  tlie  most  perfect  order.  Tlie  neat,  substantial  farm  build- 
ings which  he  erected,  and  liis  princi]>l(  8  of  strict  intigiity  ai  d  sobriety 
are  a  sutlicii'nt  monunu'ut  to  ids  nu  niory.    lie  died  Nov,  30,  1879. 

Lyman  F.  Griggs  was  l)orn  in  Hawhy,  Oct.  19,  1821,  but  went  away 
iu  early  life  to  shift  for  himself.  He  applied  himself  to  studying  and 
U'achirg  for  some  tin. e,  when  he  turned  his  atlc]iti(  n  lo  tie  study  (jf 
me<liciiie,  went  to  a  Medual  colh  ge  in  Philach  Ij  liia,  where  he  giaduated 
ami  located  for  i)ractice  at  "NA'are,  Mass.,  giving  promise  of  a  blight  fu- 
ture, but  died  soon  after.    His  wife  was  a  ^liss  Powers  of  Brimfield. 

Clark  Sears,  born  in  Ashfield,  Jan.  30,  1804,  passed  the  majority  of 
liis  life  m  Hawley,  and  died  Nov.  29,  1879.  He  represented  both  his 
town  and  district  in  the  legislature,  and  was  often  moderator  of  the  town 
meetings.  "Uncle  Clark"  was  a  plain-spoken,  gooil-liearted  man,  and 
uas  In  every  way  worthy  of  confidence  and  esteem. 

Henry  iMarty  n  Seymour  was  a  young  man  of  promise,  was  a  son  of 
Rev.  licniy  Srymour,  was  for  several  years  connected  with  the  Spring- 
tiehl  Union.  He  dii d  suddeidy  in  18715,  in  Hadley,  where  he  had  gone 
with  his  bride  of  a  month  lo  keej)  Thanksgiving.    His  age  was  28. 

Hoi  ace  Dw  ight  Seymour,  another  son  of  Rev.  Henry  Seymour,  was 
associated  witli  his  brother  in  business  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ,  and  was  also 
a  brilliant  and  promising  young  man.  Being  ill,  he  came  home  to  Haw- 
ley to  recui)erate,  but  sank  under  the  disease,  and  died  March  19,  1886, 
aged  24  years. 

Dennis  W.  Baker  was  born  in  Hawley,  Jau.  Hi,  1829,  and  married 
Lucretia  Ymcent.  He  was  an  able,  efficient  business  man,  for  a  term 
of  years  wa.s  a  manufacturer  of  broomhaudles,  and  for  the  last  eight 
years  he  remained  in  Hawley,  was  town  clerk,  was  also  a  prominent 
member  of  the  chuich  choir.  He  afterwards  renuwed  lo  Charlemont, 
where  he  operated  a  lumber  mill.  For  a  time  he  was  Treasurer  of  the 
Deerfield  Valley  Agricultural  Society,  the  duties  of  which  he  performed 
ably  and  i)romptly.  He  also  served  on  the  b(;ard  of  selectmen  of  Char- 
lemout,  and  died  in  that  town  in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness.

This  neighborhood,  which  is  iu  thr  \unth  pait  of  llic  town,  n  inih-  and 
ii  half  <;omh  of  Cliarh-raont  vilhigc,  was  si  tth  d  in  1775,  by  five  families 
from  liozrah,  Ct.,  a  snudl  town  whicli  was  foinu  ily  a  ](;ot  ot  Norwich. 

The  liead-^  of  four  »>f  ihcsc  families  were  Zi  l)ed(  e  \Vo(-d,  .bisejih  Ed- 
gerton,  Zephaniah  Lathiop  ar.d  (leisln m  ^V(  st.  Tin-  name  of  the  liftli 
family  18  not  lxni)wn  to  the  writer. 

7j  1>  (lee  \V()od  Hei  in-;  to  h  iv\;  bi-en  the  ])ioneeJ-,  as  he  came  to  sj*}'  out 
the  laiel  in  May,  1774.  A  diaiy  whicl)  In;  liept,  dnring  liis  jonrne\  shows 
that  lie  was  gone  jilxaif  twc  nty-liiici'  da.s,  and  liis  ti-avellieu  (■xi>en-(  s 
were  17  8hihinL!;8,  six  pence  and  2  fartliini^s,  or  about  .^pi  'if),  and  the  (lis 
tanee  covered  by  the  ronnd  trip  was  2-13  miles.  He  was  a  fnrmi  i ,  tannei' 
ami  shoemaker,  and  his  wife  was  a  tailoress.  Site  was  also  for  v^ral 
years  the  only  person  in  town  who  actt'd  as  a  physician.  On  one  ocea- 
sion  In f  services  were  wanted  in  a  famil\  at  Pnddinij,-  Hcdlow,  sonu  two 
miles  distant.  The  snow  was  very  dee]),  there  was  uo  road,  ami  tiavel- 
linir  was  impracticahle.  A  sprnce  tree  was  cut,  the  top  cut  oil',  on  which 
she  was  drawn  by  si  veral  m(  n,  and  rendered  tin;  necessary  aid.  j^lr. 
\\'t)od  Htdtled  on  the  place  now  oecnpied  by  Frank  Simi)Son,  ami  built  a 
log  honse  ami  a  small  tannery  a  short  distance  Wi  st  of  where  Mr.  Simp- 
son m)W  lives.  In  the  sumnu  r  (d  ITiSo  he  huill  the  honse  now  occupied 
by  .Mr.  Simpson,  which  is  snpjtosed  to  be  the  oldest  house  now  occupied 
in  town.  His  ham  was  hudl  in  1784.  He  was  foj-  several  years  clerk  of 
No.  7,  the  name  b}'  which  the  town  was  called  before  its  itjcoiporatiou. 
Ue  was  one  of  the  minute  men  who  respt)nded  to  the  call  of  Gen,  Stark^ 
and  ju^sisled  in  defeatin^^  Col.  Baum  at  the  battle  of  Bennington,  on  the 
IGth  of  August,  1777. 

Zephaniah  Lathrop,  who  settled  on  tiic  )dace  now  occupied  by  W.  E. 
Man.-^tii'ld,  was  for  many  years  a  prominent  man,  both  as  a  town  official 
and  an  ollicer  in  the  church. 

Gershom  West,  who  settled  where  Mr,  demons  now  lives,  is  suppos- 
ed to  have  kept  the  first  retail  store  in  town. 

Joseph  Edgerton  settled  on  the  farm  recently  occupied  by  the  late 
Erastus  Braymau.  Ilis  sou  Ezekiel  succeeded  him  on  the  homestead, 
and  besides  being  a  farnuT,  he  was  a  master  mechanic.  There  were  but 
few  houses,  churches  or  nulls  built  iu  that  vicinity  for  i^nanj  yeais  that 
were  uot  under  his  supervision. 
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A  native  of  the  neighborhood,  who  has  long  been  abroad,  gives  the 
location  of  the  families  there  about  1820:  

*'Ou  tlie  hill,  soutli,  wa«  Ebeu  Maynard  and  his  mother;  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill,  Ethan  Hitchcock,  next,  widow  Taylor,  Ichabod  Hawkes,  Abi- 
sha  Rogers,  Elisha  Sanford,  Samuel  Wing,  Andrew  Wood,  Simeon  Crit- 
tendt  n,  Zephaniah  Lathro]),  Ezekiel  Edgerton;  at  the  foot  of  the  hill, 
north,  Isaac  Packard;  commencing  east,  Capt.  Ellis,  Noah  Look,  Oli- 
ver Edgerton,  Levi  Leonard;  in  tlie  "Turkey  pen,"  Seth  Salisbury; 
next,  Oliver  Patch,  Abel  Parker.  Mr.  Parker  succeeded  Mr.  Patch  in 
the  clothier  busim  ss.  A  man  whose  name  I  cannot  recall,  once  lived 
on  the  Samuel  Wing  farm  and  accidentally  killed  his  wife  by  falling  a 
tree  on  her. 

Tlu'  following  fiuuily  hbtory  is  from  a  member  of  the  Edgerton  fam- 
ily, and  a  native  of  the  town: — 

Capt.  Jo6e|)h  Edgerton  came  from  England,— in  what  year  is  not 
known, — and  settled  in  Norwich,  Ot.  He  was  lost  at  sea  and  his  ship 
never  heard  of.  When  lie  came  to  Norwich  he  brought  with  him  four 
eons  and  one  daughter,  whose  names  were  Simeon,  Benjamin,  William, 
Joseph  and  Hannah.  Hannah  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Lefenwell, 
and  settled  in  Salisbury,  Ct.,  Simeon  settled  in  Pawlet,  Vt. ,  Benjamin 
settled  in  Benuiiigton,  Yt.,  William  settled  in  Hartford,  Ct.,  and  was  a 
seafjinng  man. 

Joseph  Edgerton,  the  youngest  son,  was  born  in  1738,  married  Lucy 
Lyon  and  came  with  his  family  of  six  children  to  Hawley  in  1775,  being 
literally  one  of  the  fathers  of  the  town.  Their  children's  names  were 
Darius,  Oliver,  Joseph,  Ezekiel,  Asa,  Nancy,  and  Lucy,  who  was  born 
in  Hawley.  He  died  in  1809,  and  his  wife  in  1823,  and  at  the  time  of 
her  death  her  descendants  numbeied  58. 

DuriuH  married  Mary  Beckwitli,  and  had  five  children,  Eunice,  Betsey 
Amy,  Maria,  and  one  died  in  infancy.  He  settled  in  Charlemont,  and 
from  there  removed  to  Ovid,  N.  Y. ,  where  he  died  in  1840.  All  his  chil- 
dren have  been  dead  some  years. 

Oliver  married  Persis  Rice,  having  no  children,  and  settled  on  the 
place  now  owned  by  Charles  Crittenden,  when  the  land  was  in  a  wilder- 
ness state.  He  removed  to  Brecksville,  Ohio,  in  1831,  where  he  died  in 
1849.    His  wife  died  in  1830. 

Joseph  married  Candace  Rice  and  they  had  eleven  children,  all  born 
in  Hawley,  viz: —  Dexter,  Saphronia,  Oliver,  Joseph,  Elias,  Wells,  Orie, 
Austin,"  Candace  and  Ruth.  The  two  olde.<t  are  buried  in  the  cemetery 
in  Bozrah.  lie  removed  with  his  fannly  to  Brecksville,  Ohio,  in  1815, 
being  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  that  town,  then  a  wilderness.  He  died 
in  1842,  his  wife  in  in  1855,  and  the  la->t  of  their  children  died  in  188G. 
All  but  two  died  in  Brecksville,  one  in  Missouri  and  one  in  Wisconsin. 
They  were  all  farmers. 
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Ezckicl  Edgerton  succeeded  \o  tlie  lioiiu'Stcad,  and  was  the  <mly  one 
of  liis  nanu'  and  generation  whose  life  ^vas  spent  ;inJ  family  reared  in 
Hawley.  He  was  a  farmer  and  uiechanic,  and  besidi  s  being  a  carpenter 
jind  builder  he  Inid  a  shop  in  which  he  maile  A'arious  kinds  of  cabimt 
work,  wagons  and  sleighs.  He  was  a  very  well  educated  man  (  f  his  day.

My  father,  Phincas  PaLif,  silllcJ  in  lIa^vl^.■y  with  his  newly  nianied 
Nvife,  oil  the  place  wIrtc  be  aU\  ays  Hved  while  be  re!^iclec]  tbere,  in  180-i. 
There  were  born  to  them  eiglit  bous  and  three  daughters,  all  of  wliom 
anived  to  years  of  maturity,  all  were  baptized  in  the  old  yellow  meeting 
house  on  the  hill,  and  all  were  members  of  tlie  Congregational  ehurch. 

I  remained  at  home  till  I  was  J8,  iiel])iug  my  father  on  his  farm,  attend, 
ing  the  district  school  in  the  winter,  for  about  ten  weeks  eaeh  year.  This 
was  all  the  scholastic  training  J  ever  had,  except  a  term  in  the  Ashlield 
Aeadi'my,  and  a  shoit  atlendance  at  a  high  school  in  Charleiuont,  aiidnne 
in  Piltstield,  making  in  all  about  six  mouths.  In  Oct.  1837,  1  h  it  Haw. 
jey,  and  1  aught  school  in  the  stale  of  New  York  till  July,  18-i8.  In  the 
meantime  my  father's  family  had  removed  to  Pittsfield,  to  which  place  I 
ret^irued.  Aft(;r  teaching  school  and  keeping  books  in  a  cotton  factory 
fur  some  tune,  I  turned  my  attention  to  the  study  of  the  law,  in  tlie 
olliee  of  I  he  late  Hon.  Ensign  11.  Kellogg,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
m  lyM,  and  passed  the  most  of  my  professional  life  in  Pittsfield.  I  was 
Jmlge  of  the  police  court  there  for  ahout  twelve  years,  from  1  858  to  IbiTO. 
In  1838  I  united  with  the  first  Congregational  church  there  in  J8H8,  and 
for  a  number  of  years  was  a  deacon  in  the  church.  In  1812  the  late  Di\ 
John  Tothl  became  our  pastor.  In  18-19  the  South  church,  including  130 
of  our  number,  was  fjr.ued,  with  Kiiv,  Sainui-1  Harris  of  Conway,  now 
Dr,  Hariis,  professor  in  Yale  Thefdoglcal  Seminary,  as  our  first  pastor. 
In  my  health  having  failed,  I  removed  to  this  I'laee  (Ann  Arboi-, 

Mich.,)  to  ri'cupeiate  and  educatt-  my  family,  wheic  I  have  >inee  iisided. 

My  brother,  Joel  S.  Page,  graduated  at  Williams  in  1  81G,  taught  in  an 
acailemy  in  Georgia  a  year  and  a  half,  stutlying  law  at  the  same  time,  )e- 
turued  to  Pittsfield,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1850.  He  then  en- 
tered into  partnershii)  with  mysell  in  the  practice  of  law  in  Pittsfield, 
which  was  continued  to  18.'>7,  when  he  removed  to  C'hicago,  111.,  where 
he  C(;ntinued  the  practice  until  his  cUatli,  m  1883. 

I  liad  a  brothe  r  next  older  than  myself,  Increase  B.  Page,  who  entered 
Williams  College  with  my  brotlier  Joel  in  the  autumn  of  1812.  In  their 
class  were  Brewster  and  Coan,  both  of  w^hom  became  foreign  missiona- 
ries, and  now  deceased.  My  brother  purposed  to  enter  upon  tlie  same 
work,  but  he  died  Aug.  15,  1843,  of  consumption,  at  Pittsfield,  which 
was  the  first  death  that  occurred  in  our  family. 

The  items  in  regard  to  Alvah,  a  graduate  of  Amherst,  and  Theophilus, 
a  graduate  of  Williams,  are  familiar.  I  had  also  a  brother,  Horatio  F. 
Page,  who  gradua'-eil  from  tin-  B.-rkshire  .Medical  C^ollcge  in  lS3r;.  He 
spent  the  most  of  his  life  in  the  juacti-'e  of  his  profcission  in  Sycamore, 
111.,  and  died  there  in  1873.

mSTOliY  OF  HAWLEY. 


As  tlie  years  pass  ou,  and  I  retire  from  active  life,  the  familiar  sccne^ 
of  my  childhood  and  early  youth  pass  like  a  panorama  before  my  mind. 
I  seem  to  he  in  the  old  nu  etirg  Iilusc  on  the  liill,  in  the  old-fasliioned 
squari!  pews,  liung  on  hin<;;('S,  and  turned  up  for  greater  ease  in  standing, 
at  prayer  time,  seeing  tlie  good  old  deacctns,  Newton  and  Sears,  under 
the  hii-'h  pulpit.  In  aiing  the  pt  weiful  voice  of  g(  od  old  ParF(  n  Grout, 
in  opening  tlie  morning  devotions,  and  then  adding  to  the  general  noise 
all  over  the  house,  in  turning  down  tlie  seats  at  their  conclusion. 

But  of  far  greater  interest  to  me  was  the  music  of  the  large  choir  in 
the  gallery,  preceded  by  a  knock  of  the  pitch-pipe  by  uncle  Ethan  Hitch- 
cock, and  a  few  strokes  on  Iht-  bass  viol  by  Col.  Longley. 

I  must  refer  to  two  old  customs  which  made  quite  an  impression  on 
my  youthful  mind.  Our  pastor,  Mr.  Grout,  in  making  calls  among  his 
charge,  would  talk  with  each  member  personally,  concerning  his  or  her 
spiritual  condition,  aud  t'.ieii  as  lie  l^ft,  staa  ding  at  the  door,  would  give 
some  words  of  general  exhortation  to  all.  This  custom,  though  some- 
times distasteful,  making  the  minister's  visits  dreaded,  es}>ecially  the 
young,  was,  I  think,  on  the  whole,  beneficial  for  those  times. 

The  other  custom  grew  out  of  the  law  as  it  then  existed,  in  proclaim- 
ing the  bans  of  matrimony.  There  were  two  courses  open  to  a  couple 
entering  into  this  state.  They  might  be  "cried"  by  the  town  clerk  in 
open  assembly.  Well  do  I  n-member  how  Gen.  Longley,  who  was  al- 
ways town  clerk  in  those  days,  would  rise  just  before  the  minister  open- 
ed the  exercises,  anil  amid  ])rofound  silence,  except  a  liltle  flutter  and 
giggle  among  the  young  people,  proclaim  in  stentorian  tones,  "Hear  ye, 
hear  ye,  marriage  intended  between — and — ."  Or  if  the  young  couple 
shrank  from  this  oral  publicity  the  bans  could  be  written,  and  stand  for 
three  public  days  near  the  church  door.  The  glass  box  for  this  purpose, 
near  the  front  door  of  the  m(;eting  house,  was  well  watched  by  the 
young,  and  often  looked  into  by  the  elders. 

More  than  half  a  century  since,  Gen  Thomas  Longley  was  by  far  the 
most  influential  man  in  Hawley,  or  any  of  the  surrounding  towns,  and 
deservedly  so.  The  last  time  he  represented  Hawley  in  the  legislature, 
and  a  short  time  before  his  death,  I  happened  to  be  in  Boston.  I  sent  in 
my  name  to  him  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  he  immediately 
came  to  the  door  and  invited  me  to  a  seat  near  him.  It  was  not  long  be- 
fore he  rose  and  made  om-  of  his  characteric  speeches,  condensed,  strong- 
ly delivered  and  etfective.  The  Pittisfield  representative  told  me  that  he 
was  one  of  the  most  influential  membeis  of  the  House. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  held  in  Pittstield  in  1866,  Jonas 
King,  tlien  on  a  visit  from  Greece,  delivered  an  address  at  the  South 
church.  At  its  conclusion,  I  introduced  myself  to  him  as  from  Hawley, 
giving  my  name,  which  at  first  he  hardly  seemed  to  recogidze.  I  told  liim 
I  understood  that  my  father  hired  him  to  teach  his  first  district  school, 
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when  a  young  man.  He  thou  snid,  "AliI  yes,  mauy  a  uicc  piece  of 
uiiuce  pie  have  I  eaten  at  yoiir  mother's." 

There  were  six  Hawley  boys  wlio  became  Inw^'ers — all  honest  hiwyers 
which  I  8U]>pose  woiihi  seem  almost  a  contradiction  in  teims  to  our  puri- 
tan sires.  They  were  1  leury  T.  Grout,  Hezekiah  Rylaml  Warriner, 
Charles  Dodge,  Siimiiel  T.  Field,  P.  L.  Page  and  J.  S.  Page.  The  four 
last  were  iieai  of  an  age,  and  attended  the  district  sc!iool  togetlier  in 
Hawley. 

Well,  I  never  knew  a  native  (  f  llawky'  who  went  out  from  theie  into 
the  world,  to  disgrace  his  native;  town.  I  am  rejoiced  that  its  history  is 
ti)  l)r  written,  and  sliaU  be  glad  if  I  have  given  any  items  that  will  ])e  of 
use.  Please  let  me  kn(jw  when  it  is  published,  and  where  copies  can  be 
ol)tained.

Sketclies  and  Incidents. 

The  Rev.  Jonathan  Grout  was  an  inveterate  tobacco  smoker.  Jle  lived 
about  a  hundred  rods  from  the  me<,ding  house,  and  used  to  go  home  lo 
din  u  r,  h  'tu  jen  tin;  two  long  Sunday  services.  On  one  occasion,  Avhen 
returning  fi)r  the  afternofm  service,  the  tire  from  his  pijx' got  into  tlie 
femx;  by  the  roadside.  The  alarm  was  given  in  the  midst  of  the  serm<in, 
wlien  t\\v  services  stOj)ped,  the  congregation  rushed  out  and  extinguished 
llie  lire,   retui  ning  for  the  minister  lo  take  up  part  fifthly  of  his  seimon. 

To  show  how  long  continued  habit  becomes  second  nature,  and  to 
show  the  force  of  absent-mimiedness,  it  is  related  of  him  that  he  was 
once  searching  the  house,  having  his  pi}ie  in  his  mouth,  and  addressed 
his  wife  thus: —  "Mrs.  Grout,  can  yt>u  tell  me  where  I  laid  my  pii)e?" 

Mr.  Grout  was  cotemporary  wdth  Rev.  INIoses  Ilallock  of  Plaintield, 
and  as  niight  be  inferred,  they  had  many  nunisterial  interviews.  Mr. 
HalUick  is  described  as  being  a  tall,  spare  num,  with  sharp,  angular  fea- 
tures, and  a  veiy  measured,  methodical  manner  of  speech.  On  one  occa- 
sion wlien  they  were  together,  Mr.  Grout  was  smoking  an  unusually 
short  pipe,  when  Mr.  Grout  renn\rked  that  he  should  think  he  would 
buru  his  nose,  wiiereupon  ^Mr.  Grout  replied,  "I  should  if  my  nose  was 
as  long  as  yours. " 

A  family  in  Mr.  Grout's  parish  kept  geese,  and  the  old  gander  had  a 
habit  of  pecking  on  tlie  door.  One  day  IMr.  Grout  came  to  make  a  pas- 
toral call,  and  knocking  at  the  door,  the  good  housewife,  being  busy 
about  her  work,  and  mistaking  the  faniliir  rapping,  remarked^ 
"Peck  away,  old  gander,  you  can't  come  in." 
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David  Scott  of  Wlmtely,  known  as  ''Master  Scott,"  was  a  man  of  great 
originality,  a  farmer,  and  carpentei-,  also  a  t;i  eat  hunter.  (See  page  42. ) 
His  eon,  Phineas,  was  the  jnoneer  Scott  in  Ilawley,  and  removed  from 
Whately  iu  1782.  He  had  previously  been  there  and  made  a  little  deal- 
ing and  buill  a  log  house,  covering  the  roof  with  baik.  When  they  mov- 
ed he  had  a  yoke  of  steers  two  years  old,  and  a  cow,  and  with  his  family, 
household  furniture  and  farming  tools  on  a  sled,  t]iey  went  the  first  day 
to  the  W(  St  i)art  of  Conway,  wheie  they  found  it  so  blocked  with  snow 
that  they  were  obliged  to  stop.  The  settle; s  turned  out  with  teams  and 
shovt  ls  and  went  tlirough,  and,  hitching  on  their  teams,  pulled  tliem 
through  to  their  house,  when  lo!  they  found  the  roof  had  been  so  loatled 
with  snow  that  it  had  brolam  in.  Such  was  the  introduction  of  one  fani- 
il\-  to  their  newly-founded  home.  ^Ir.  Scott  was  a  farmer,  an  eneri;etic, 
go-;ihead  man.  Had  done  yeoman's  service  in  the  Revolutionary  army. 
A  man  (^f  integrity,  and  conBiderable  prominence  in  Ins  a(h'i>t( d  town. 
Two  of  his  ehililrc  n  weie  born  in  Whately,  and  the  others  in  Hawk}. 

In  tiie  old  sixtli  B(diool  district  is  a  lot  of  Luul  whicli  has  always  lieen 
kuiiwn  as  the  'dlitchcock  lot,"'  whieii  was  never  transferred  l)y  deed. 
Before  the  Settlement  of  the  town,  the  territory  was  surveyed,  the  sur- 
veyors taking  hmd  m  payment  for  tin  ir  8(!rvices.  Among  the  party  w  as 
a  Mr.  llitchc  ('  k,  whose  son  was  subsequently  one  of  the  original  settlei  s. 
This  lot  was  taken  by  ]\(r.  Hitchcock,  though  he  never  occupied  it  him- 
s(  If— it  being  })rol)al)le  that  he  inner  saw  it  after  becoming  its  (jwner — 
and  its  ownership  has  pas>ed  by  inluiritance  through  successive  genera- 
tions to  its  present  owner,  Joseph  A.  Hitchcock,  who  was  ])urn  there, 
now  l)eing  tlie  head  of  the  only  family  bearing  the  name  in  town.  It  has 
formerly  been  occupied  as  a  Inunesteail,  but  now  the  buildings  are  re- 
moved, and  it  is  occupied  as  an  "out  lot,"  a  part  of  it  being  pasture. 

In  the  near  vicinity  of  the  Hitchcock  lot,  on  the  farm  formerly  oceu- 
pie(i  by  Ansel  llemenway,  is  the  celebrated  "i\Ioody  spring."  The  wa- 
ter from  this  spring  is  very  medicinal,  very  soft  and  smooth  in  (piality, 
preserving  its  natural  qualities  for  any  length  of  time,  when  kept  in  bot- 
tles or  barrels,  without  becoming  sour  or  rancid.  It  also  has  tlic  power 
of  removing  any  musty  or  iiioftensive  qualities  from  an  old  barrel  or  jui-, 
and  is  a  great  curative  for  cutaneous  diseases,  leaving  the  skin  in  a 
healthy,  normal  condition.  Quan; ities  of  the  water  have  been  carried 
considerable  distances  for  use.  There  no  doubt  that  if  its  a])proaches 
were  more  feasible,  and  some  enterprising  citizen  would  work  up  a  boom 
by  erecting  fashionable  buildings  and  attractive  surroundings,  it  might 
rank  favorably  with  watering  places  and  summer  resorts.  But  with  its 
present  surroundings,  it  must,  as  in  the  past,  remain  in  coi;nparative  ob- 
scurity, and  contribute  very  little  for  the  "healing  of  the  i.ations." 
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Rowland  Scars  boiit^ht  land  of  parties  in  Sj^ringficld,  on  winch  he  st-l- 
tU'd,  being  oil  the  north  line  of  the  town,  where  his  son  Benjamin,  and 
L^raiidrtou  of  the  8;une  name,  both  lived  and  died,  now  owned  and  oecu- 
|)i\  d  hy  Lewia  W.  Temple.  lie  did  not  make  }>ayrnent  in  full  at  the 
lime  of  piircliase,  :ind  afterward  sent  his  neighlior,  Ebenezer  IhiU.  to 
make  the  settUunent,  and  final  ]niyment,  going  on  horscd^ack.  After  com- 
pleting the  busnu^ss,  whicdi  was  at  a  hu>iness  offieo,  Hall  took  his 
departure  for  home,  and  cogitating  the  matter  in  his  mind,  he  diseoN  (  i  - 
ed  th;it  an  error  had  been  made.  Retiacing  his  jouiney,  he  went  to  the 
ollice  and  told  them  he  had  returned  to  rectify  a  mistake.  He  was  blunt- 
ly informed  that  tln^y  never  made  or  rectified  mistakes  there.  ''Yt  ly 
Well,"  said  Mr.  Hall,  ''I  thiid<  I  can  staml  it  if  you  can;  the  mistake  was 
in  your  favor. " 

Ih  njandn  Sprague  who  lived  in  the  east  part  of  the  town  in  its  early 
hi-t()r\  had  a  habit  of  making  unwariaiitahle  slatemeuts  when  relatiiig 
or  de-ei  ibiiig  anything,  and  there  is  a  tradition  that  when  sonieone  ques- 
tioned a  statenunt  he  had  nuide,  he  said  he  ho])ed  his  hair  would  turn 
white,  if  it  was  not  true,  anil  tlu;  next  nn)rniiig  it  was  acliially  white. 

C'le.-son  Smith  lived  a  littk'  west  of  the  S(iuaie,  and  v  as  known  as  an 
inv.  li  rati;  story  teller.  Sonu;  of  the  older  people  now  living  n  memher 
till'  yarns  he  used  to  tell,  in  which  himself  was  usually  the  hero  (if  the 
ot  iMsiwU.  Whether  he  thonght  people  would  believe  liis  recitals,  or 
or  whether  he  wanted  to  become  notorious,  or  what  hi.s  real  object  Wa>, 
is  SI  ill  an  open  question.  Once  his  daughtrr  was  taken  with  a  lit  in  the 
night,  and  eramp<d  so  that  her  head  and  feet  came  to<';ether.  lie 
went  fur  his  hor.-e  in  the  pastuie,  s(  me  distance  away,  while  a  violent 
thnuili  i-  .shi.wei-  was  raging,  reju'lleil  a  Hash  of  lightning  ith  his  li.^  t, 
pas.-ed  on  and  found  his  horse,  went  four  nules  for  a  doctor,  and  got  him 
to  the  house  in  lifteeu  minutes  after  starting  for  the  horse. 

Once  he  was  lotiding  hay  in  the  field,  when  a  shower  arose.  He  made 
such  si)eed  in  driving  to  the  barn  that  he  escaped  the  rain;  but  his  dog, 
not  being  able  to  keep  \ip,  was  obliged  to  swim  to  the  barn,  through  the 
actaimulating  waters. 

Another  of  his  exploits  was  to  draw  200  loads  (>f  manure  from  the 
barn  to  the  field  in  a  day,  with  an  ox  team. 

Warriner  King,  when  a  schoolboy,  soon  after  the  year  1800,  attended 
school  near  the  i)resent  site  of  Halloekville — being  the  same  school  where 
his  cousin,  Jonas  King,  was  a  schohar — moi'e  than  a  mile  from  his  lionu', 
making  his  own  track  through  the  su(AV  a  part  of  the  way.  During  one 
winter  term  he  built  the  fire  at  the  schoollionse,  which  was  in  a  large, 
open  fire-place,  his  only  rennineration  being  the  ashes,  iwhich  he  collect- 
ed and  sold,  and  with  the  proceeds  purchased  a  copy  of  "The  American 
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Pr('Ci'i)t«r,"  the  reading  book  in  vogue  in  tliose  days.      Its  title  page 
bears  tlu;  date,  "Boston,  ISOI."    About  IS-IO,  he  gave  it  to  the  aiitlior  of 
work,  and  narrated  the  ineidents  ahovc'  stated.      It  is  highly  valued 
as  a  ri  lie,  willi  its  ancii'Ut  and  sunibre  appeal aiiee. 

-Jonas  Jving  wa>i  onee  a  student  at  Halifax,  Yl.,  at  a  school  wljicli  was 
in  Si)nie  degree  a  srlf-supportiiig  nistitntion.  It  was  a  custom  for  the  slu- 
dents  to  ciiop  the  wootl  they  used,  hut  Jonas  was  so  engross-d  m  his 
studies  that  he  l)referred  theiu  to  n)anu:d  labor,  so  much  so  that  he  \\as 
"duhbeir'  as  being  lazy.  But  tlire  necessity  eonipelled  him  to  perfoi  ni 
the  task,  and  a  brother  student  penned  the  fdlouing  satire,  and  ehiu- 
di  stini  ly  i)laeed  it  u])on  his  door: — 

^\MiruhiU  (dcfu,  Marcy  on  us, 

Lament  the  fate  of  j>oor  King  Jonas; 

Who  from  his  high  exalted  station, 

Is  doomed  to  wield  tlu'  axe  for  recit  ation." 

()li\'i'r  Taylor  received  encouragimient  in  various  ways,  in  eiu  ly  life, 
to  pursm-  his  studies.  Thv.  family  was  poor,  and  could  not  gi\  ('  him  tlie 
advaula.n  s  he  desired,  evim  in  his  \-()utli.  One  winter  >evi  ral  families 
in  tlie  east  part  of  tlie  town  agiea  d  t(^  take  turns  in  hoarding  him,  wliile 
attendinu  school  lliere.  In  his  early  yeais  he  is  descrihed  as  not  bi  ing 
very  prepo>scsving,  but  made  an  eduealion  his  only  pui  pose  and  obj(  ct. 
One  exeiiing  when  he  was  at  Capt.  John  King's,  some  onepropost  d  tlud, 
he  try  his  hand  at  poetry,  when  he  product  il  these  line^s: — 

''('old  and  stormy  is  the  weatiier, 

Hard  and  wretched  is  my  lieait;" 
Tliev  Were  written  on  his  >late,   and  were  tin;  exteid  of  his  i-lfiisiorj. 
After  he  had  n  tired  h)r  the;  ni::ht,   Capt.  King  j^hingly  and  \\  iekc(ily 
n.lde.l:— 

"You  simple,  shattf.-i -headed  iVdlow, 
From  my  house  }  OU  ma}'  dei)art. " 
It  may  be  added  that  the  sentiment  and  (hcision  expressed  b}'  tho^c 
liiu's  were  both  revoked,  and  Oliver  was  allowed  to  continue  his  >tudies, 
with  what  succ(>ss  is  attested  by  the  i-ei)utali(jn  he  attained  in  after  life. 

When  Ibifus  Sears  came  to  llawley  he  was  a  hoy  of  11  years,  Conung 
from  the  "Cape,''  his  early  childhood  had  been  identilied  with  peoi)le  of 
a  seafaring  life,  and  he  had  been  accustomed  to  ]o(diing  out  ui)on  the 
broad  expanse  of  salt  water.  His  minority,  after  coming  to  llawley,  was 
jtassed  with  Dea.  J<jseph  Bangs,  and  after  attaining  his  majority,  he  re- 
turiunl  It)  the  Cape,  in  tin;  fall  (^t  the  year,  mtending  to  remain  and  setlle 
there.  But  during  the  winter,  the  scenes  of  ocean  experiences  did  not 
look  as  flattering  as  he  had  anticipated,  and  In  the  spring  he  returned  to 
llawley,  where  he  remained  thiough  his  long  life.  ' 
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Wlien  he  left  Donnis  the  farmers  -were  phmtiiig;  ariiving  at  the  hills 
cast  of  the  Connecticut  river  and  looking  w  estward,  the  landscape  was 
white,  and  arriving  at  ilawie}',  the  people  were  still  under  the  embargo 
of  the  winter's  snow. 

At  a  town  nieeting  held  May  G,  1799,  it  was  voted  to  accept  a  road 
from  Camp  rock  west  to  Savoy  line.  This  rock  is  a  little  enst  of  tlie 
house  of  ClieBter  F.  Hunt,  and  a  little  north  of  the  site  of  tlie  Thet^philus 
Crosby  house.  It  stands  in  a  sn.ooth  iiehl,  and  its  highest  point  is 
about  lifteen  feet  high,  sloping  each  way  from  its  apex  to  the  ground, 
having  a  length  of  perhaps  50  feet,  running  north  and  south.  Its  caslirn 
face  is  sruooth  ami  nearly  perp(  luliculai-  the  entiie  length,  whik'  the 
west  side  is  a  sharp  incline  fiom  top  to  bottom,  making  ii  somctliing 
the  sliape  of  a  quarter  of  an  egg,  cut  lengthwise. 

ft  is  said  that  when  Thomas  King  c;»me  to  Hawley,  in  th.  spring  of 
1772,  with  his  family,  this  rock  was  made  a  camping  piact-  ovi  i  night, 
lience  the  origin  of  the  name,  "Camp  rock."  By  its.jiteuliai-  ;shapr,  it 
madt;  a  natural  ])rotecti()n  from  the  w(st  wind,  and  a  stream  nt  ar  li}-  fur- 
nished water.  Whether  this  place  was  aj>pi  opriat(  d  as  a  camping-place 
for  luily  one  night,  or  while  they  prospected  for  a  lceati<.5i,  tiadltiou 
saith  not.  The  sjiot  where  Mr.  King  located  and  liuilt  wah  al.oiU  a  mile 
and  a  half  west  (-f  this  rock. 

Somewhere  a])Out  the  year  1S50,  a  woodchuck  brought  some  bones 
out  of  its  hole,  in  the  West  Hawley  cemetery.  They  remained  tlu  re 
UjMUi  the  grouiul  several  weeks,  attracting  many  visitors,  and  causing 
mucli  speculation.  It  was  not  known  to  whose  remains  tin  y  l)olong( d, 
\intil  an  exanunati(Ui  was  made,  when  a  plate  was  found,  showing  it  was 
the  body  of  Joseph  Howard,  who  had  been  buried  many  years.  The 
woodchuck  had  entered  at  one  end  of  the  cotlin  and  traversed  its  entire 
length,  nudiing  the  abode  of  the  dead  its  home. 

Hawley,  like  otlier  towns,  had  a  military  company  in  th(^  jirimitive 
limes  of  the  old  State  militia.  In  those  old  days  ardent  spirits  were 
deemed  a  necessity,  ami  W(-re  very  fi eely  brought  into  requisition  on 
all  occasions  of  thnt  kiiul.  Elias  Goodspeed  was  ca])taiu  of  the  compa- 
ny, and  for  some  reason  became  unpopular  with  his  men.  On  one  occa- 
sion when  they  met  for  drill,  he  called  them  into  line,  and  when  the  order 
"Forward  March"  was  given,  they  stalled,  but  could  not  Ik  ar  the  com- 
mand'"Halt,"  and  marclied  up  plump  against  a  building.  Similar  ma. 
ueiiveis  were  repeated,  and  the  men  were  found  to  he  incorrigible,  when 
another  captain  was  chosen,  but  the  spirit  of  rebellion  had  detracted  so 
much  f:  >:u  :ruL-  miUt.iry  spirit,  and  ihu-  law  icqairing  guUvrmihta- 
ry  drill  having  previously  been  taken  oflf,  the  company  disbanded  in  1831:, 
althouirh  some  of  the  Hawley  militia  afterwards  joined  companies  in 
adjuiiii:ig  towns. 
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Ou  Momliiy  t'vuning,  March  7,  1887,  a  grout  reception  was  held  iu 
Pittiiiield,  in  honor  c.f  lion,  lli'iiry  L.  Da-wes,  and  his  re-eh-ction  to  the 
U.  S.  Si!nate.  Among  the  letters  read  was  one  from  P.  L.  Page,  of 
Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  tendering  cougratuhitions  und  contribnling  this  sen- 
timent:—

lioswcll  Longley  was  a  great  seliolar,  fitted  for  colle  ge,  but  his  liealth 
faili  (1  and  he  was  obliged  to  give  up  stndies,  and  died  at  the  age  of  33. 
I'lic  following  was  wiittfii  by  iiini  as  an  Acrostic: — 

Hung  up  'm-ath  rooks  and  Nature's  battlements  slie  stands, 

And  low  ai  ds  high  Heaven  she  lifts  her  giant,  outstretched  hands; 

Waketl  by  the  eagle's  cry,  rocked  by  the  stoimy  blast, 

L(Uig  may  slu'  stan»l,   to  tt  ll  of  ages  past. 

Earth  ha>  no  nobler  clinu;,  no  J  ace  of  men  more;  brave, 

Yiuilh,  Age,  and  Beauty  there,  but  not  one  cringing  slave. 

Asa  Vining,  with  his  family,  canu- f rom  Weymoutli  to  Hawley  in  18(M5, 
arriving  at  the  Connecticut  river,  at  a  point  oi)posite  Norl hamj)ton,  June 
t),  the  day  of  the  execution  c^f  Daley  and  Ilalligan.  Tlie  lush  was  so 
gri  a^  in  consequcnco  of  the  lianging  that  they  could  not  cr«)ss  the  feriy 
as  they  (h'>ire(l,  and  Yining  niado  arrangements  vi  ith  the  f ei  r}-  com- 
pan}'  to  do  some  work  in  pa}  nu  nt  of  theii- i)assage,  and  thus  secured  a 
transit  acro.ss  the  river. 

On  tiie  farm  of  Atherton  Hunt  are  some  ol)jects  which  deserve  men- 
tion. Near  the  buildings  are  three  cliestnut  trees  which  Mr.  Hunt  set 
out  with  his  own  hands,  more  than  70  years  ago.  This  is  menliont  d  from 
the  fact  that  the  chesttiut  is  not  a  native  on  these  hills, 

"Aunt  (<iiarity's  chair'"  is  an  (dd  1  anibnaik,  being  a  rock  liy  an  old 
discontinued  roadside,  in  which  is  a  dc]u\s6i(m,  making,  by  ils  shape 
and  ln'ight  from  the  ground,  a  natural  scat. 

.lust  east  of  iMr.  Hunt's  buildings  tliere  runs  a  h:)ng,  narrow  strip  of 
swamp,  which  has  been  reclaimed,  making  good  nn  adow  land.  There  is 
a  tradition  that  when  one  of  the  settlers  came  into  town,  his  wagon  be- 
came mired,  and  was  overturned  a\ bile  crossing  that  swamp,  and  some 
table  knives  were  lost.  Mr.  Hunt  states  that  he  has  always  had  an  eye 
open  when  working  there,  but  never  discovered  any  of  the  lost  knives.

My  earliest  recollections  of  the  old  town  where  I  first  saw  iLe  light  are 
very  i)leas:u»t,  and  I  love,  in  iin.igiuation,  to  ugain  look  out  from  ibe  old 
east  cliainber  over  the  hills  and  vullevis,  where  in  the  distaiiOc-  eau  be 
seen  the  proud  Mt.  Waehusett,  lilting  its  head  above  all  Ita  iurroimd- 
iiiiTs,  Turning  to  the  nortluast,  phiinly  outlined  i.s  the  bro;ul-ba.'-*  d,  y\i 
ecjually  towering  Mt.  Monadnork,  while  facing  eastward,  i-,  the  valley 
of  tlie  Connecticut  river,  whicli  is  ofti-n  curtained  by  dense  fous,  which 
<onietiine«s  in  early  mornin;;3  extended  over  and  covered  its  entire;  Imj^rlj. 

Our  neighboring  farmers  useii  to  say  that  fog  on  the  rivt  r  i'.T  tlnec 
continuous  mornings  betokened  rain.  In  fact,  the  liroad  expanse  cvei 
which  wc  couhl  look  became  a  sort  of  baronu  ter,  guiding  th(!  aL:ricul'..nr 
\it  in  his  daily  calcuhitiona  about  w  ii:it  work  to  do,  and  what  tc;  po.-l',  one 
until  the  Weather  predictiojis  shouhl  he  favorable.  In  fact,  all  the  e-b 
serving  nun  of  that  time  were  a  self  constituted  signal  serN'ice  c  i^rps,  and 
in  justice  I  must  .say  they  were  as  reliable  as  some  of  the  mod(  in  ones 

In  those  days  of  sparse  S(>ttlers,  and  in  the  ecarcity  of  reading  maiu  r, 
such  as  books  and  daily  j>a])er?,  it  was  ^■ery  custoiuaiy,  as  the\  nu  t.  to 
cn-pare  their  iirc;plietic  sivill,  inalaining  not  oidy  to  r  lin,  t-ui,  albj'..' 
\s  \\.\t  might  be  expecied  m  tlie-  conung  wmti  r.  If  I  he  corn  l,n.-;i;i;  wciu 
tidek  and  heavy  it  wms  concludctl  that  a  hard  winter  was  to  come.  U'  iiu 
nmskrafs  were  slow  in  making  thi  ir  i'.oles  in  early  taitunm  a  lung  and 
pleasant  fall  was  to  be  (Mijoycd  It  tin-  autumn  winds  howieti  witli  a  pe- 
culiar noise  'around  the  farm  buildiiig.-,  it  woidd  he  a  time  when  they 
wtAild  find  themstdves  shoit  for  hay  in  tlie  spring.  If,  after  a  showei, 
the  tog  clind)ed  up  the  sides  of  the  hills,  it  would  be  fair  on  the  next 
day,  but  if  it  settled  into  the  vidlcys  it  would  be  a  "catching"  time  for 
harvesting  till  after  the  next  good  shower  liad  come  and  gone.  In  short, 
th.ere  was  a  sign  for  almost  everything,  and  each  i  vent  had  a  sign  i)r(- 
ceding  it.  When  the  time  for  'Mif>g-killing"'  canu',  it  must  he  done  in 
the  f\ill  of  the  moon,  an.l  tho  hog  must  reec  ive  the  death  stroke  wliile 
the  tide  was  coming  In,  or  the  pork  would  .-liriuk  in  the  pot.  When  the 
cat  washed  her  face,  the  direction  of  her  {)aw  showed  which  way  the 
wind  would  blow  the  next  day.  Daring  a  rain  if  a  rooster  crowed  on 
the  fence  it  would  soon  be  fair,  but  if  he  (;rowed  standing  on  the  ground, 
the  rain  would  continue  until  another  day. 
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I  can  recall  numerous  signs  like  specimens  given,  wbich  were  by  uni- 
versal consent  coneidereil  as  infallible  by  the  old  settlers;  some  of  which 
I  learned  from  tradition,  and  others  I  beard  from  the  lips  of  tbe  descend- 
ants of  that  old  puritan  stock  which  settled  in  the  town  when  it  was  an 
unbroken  fortst,  and  liad  to  be  subdued  by  tbe  slow,  liard  work  of  the 
pioneer. 

Tlie  east  part  of  the  town  was  settled  by  people  coming  from  tbe  east- 
ern part  of  tbe  state,  from  all  tbe  way  as  far  as  Cape  Cod.  My  grand- 
fatlier,  Noah  Cooley,  came  on  horseback  from  Palmer  in  IIampd<-n  coun- 
ty, guided  by  blazed  trees  to  indicate  his  road,  and  built  a  Louse  (shanty 
it  was  termed)  near  tbe  dividing  line  of  Hawley  and  Buekbmd,  in  the 
primeval  forest.  The  country  was  then  tilled  with  game,  such  as  would 
bo  rare  sport  for  the  huntsmen  of  to  day,  consisting  of  black  bears,  rac- 
coons, wolves,  lynx  and  foxes,  tlie  latter  of  wliich  were  very  plenty  and 
<inite  tame.  After  felling  the  trees  and  making  a  ch  aring  suthcient  to 
raise  a  few  ])otatoes  and  some;  corji,  he  built  a  barn  near  by  for  Lis  horbe 
and  cow,  for  which  lie  had  to  return  to  Palmer  on  foot,  and  drive  back, 
making  a  journey  of  about  120  miles,  both  ways.  He  also  conibineil 
pU'asure  with  business,  and  at  the  same  tinu'  paid  his  future  wifi-  a  visit, 
which  visits  he  aunmiUy  kejit  up  for  seven  years,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time,  by  diligent  and  hard  work  he  liad  so  far  made  a  liomt;  in  the 
svildt-rness  that  he  had  erected  a  more  conunodious  house,  and  cleared 
more  land  ami  put  it  under  cultivation,  so  that  on  the  eighth  year  Es- 
tlii  r  Ilyile  accompanied  him  :ui  his  wife  to  the  home  he  had  thus  prepar- 
ed, he  on  horseback,  she  liding  behind  on  a  i)illion.  Their  outfit  of 
hou6ekee})ing  goods,  whic:li  she  hail  lieen  all  tlnvsc  eiirbt  yi  aisin  prepar- 
ing, was  iuuileil  hy  a  yoke  of  oxen  attached  to  a  two  wheeled  (Mrt,  the 
only  wheeled  vehicle  then  in  common  use.  This  manner  of  settlement 
by  my  grandfather  is  a  samjile  of  w  hat  was  in  almost  ( veiy  case  the  t  x- 
l>L-rlenee  of  the  early  settlers  of  the  town.  As  a  sequence,  the  pion<'ers 
gri'W  u])  a  hardy,  self-reliant  people,  both  men  iun\  women.  They  weie' 
brave  and  daring,  and  a  comnninity  strongly  religious  and  conscientious 
was  the  outcfmie  of  those  descendants  of  the  Puritan,  obeying  the  com- 
mand to  be  "fervent  in  spirit,"  and  their  necessities  re(piiied  them  to  be 
"diligent  in  business," 

It  will  be  my  purpose  in  these  pages  to  reproduce  by  a  pen  picture  as 
I  remember  in  part,  and  in  part  as  has  been  described  to  me,  the  pecu- 
liarities and  characteristics  of  some  Individuals  who  were  ju-ominent  in 
town  in  its  early  days,  beginning  at  the  eastern  part,  which  was  earliest 
settled,  and  where  my  Ilawley  life  was  for  the  most  part  spent, 

DEA.  ISAAC  TOBEY. 

One  of  the  early  settlers  in  the  extreme  northeast  part  was  Dea.  Isaac 
Tobey,  a  native  of  Taunton,  Mass.     I  am  unable  to  tell  at  what  age  he 
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came  to  town,  but  he  must  have  been  somewhat  advanced  in  years,  as 
he  bad  previously  been  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution.  It  is  said  of  him 
that  when  young  he  was  a  natural  athlete,  and  could  stand  behind  an} 
man  of  common  stature  and  vault  completely  over  his  head. 

My  earliest  recollection  of  him  as  a  boy  was  as  an  old  man  of  about  75 
or  80  years  of  age,  straight  as  an  arrow,  not  tail,  of  slight  build,  full  of 
energy,  and  fully  believing  the  generation  had  much  deteriorated,  both 
mentally  and  in  industiy.  His  son  John,  with  whom  he  lived,  wa^  a 
])erfect  contrast  to  the  father,  remaikably  large  and  stout,  weighing 
nearly  or  quite  two  hundred  and  lifty  i)oun(l8.  He  had  a  good  education, 
and  his  lymphatic  build  compi'lled  him  to  a  literary  and  sedentary  occu- 
pation, in  fact,  the  deacon  considered  him  lazy.  I  well  recollect  on  one 
occasion  hearing  the  old  pensioner  remark,  ".John  don't  like  to  work  as 
well  as  I  did,"  adding,  after  a  pa\ise,  "Don't  know  as  I  say  right;  In: 
don't  like  the  profits  of  it  as  well."  At  the  age  t)f  eighty  five  or  mow, 
the  old  deacon  would  with  cane  in  hand  every  day  visit  the  farm  wo:  k 
ns  carried  on  by  his  grandsons,  and  suggest  how  the  work  should  l/e 
done,  which  advice  was  not  always  acceptable  to  the  boys,  who  were 
not  particularly  pleased  with  his  fictjuent  visits,  yet  his  demeanor  could 
but  inspire  them  witli  respect  for  the  ol  1  gentleman,  as  they  usually 
called  him.  On  one  occasion  when  the  boys  were  piling  logs  on  a  pieee 
of  land  they  were  clearing,  the  old  deacon  came  out  :is  usual,  and  sealed 
himself  on  a  log  near  the  pile  they  were  nuiking,  when  the  log  rolK  d 
over,  tlirowing  him  on  his  back,  between  that  and  the  pile.  The  boy^ 
were  quite  alarmed,  fearing  he  was  badly  hurt,  for  he  did  not  speak,  and 
taking  hold  of  him  carefully,  they  began  shnvly  ami  gently  to  lift  iuiii 
out.  All  at  once,  the  old  man  spoke  out  in  stiong,  commanding  tones, 
"Lift,  boys.  Lift!  you  ilon'l  lift  w(n-th  a  cop|)t  r  "  As  might  be  ex}i(  et- 
ed,  the  boys  speedily  plac<  d  him  on  his  feet. 

At  anotlier  timi;  when  mowing  in  tlie  hayfield,  one  of  the  boys  caii.e 
across  a  bumblebees'  nest,  tlirectly  in  ids  swath.  Tlie  bees  came  out  and 
sliarply  attacked  the  lad,  who  leti-eatial,  tighliiig  (hem  with  his  hat.  Tiie 
old  deacon  was  near  and  saw  the  athiir,  and  rushing  uj)  to  the  1  id,  ex- 
el;dmed,  "Wlu'it,  afraid  of  a  few  little  bumble  bei'.s?  Let  me  take  your 
scythe."  Taking  the  unfinished  swath,  he  commenced  mowing,  bul  the 
bees  were  getting  more  troublesome  and  quite  nuid  at  being  tinis  distur- 
bed. Finally  the  old  man  laitl  down  the  scythe  and  stamped  down  tlie 
nest  with  bis  feet,  then  turning  to  the  boy,  he  said,  "Josh,  you  ain't 
got  much  pluck."  He  then  started  for  the  house,  but  the  boys  could 
see  tliat  he  often  rubbed  his  face,  legs  and  arms,  quite  sh!iri)ly,  but  his 
"pluck"  was  too  good  to  own  that  the  bees  had  stung  Ijim  at  all. 

Pie  was  an  honoral)le  man  in  all  his  transactions,  and  well  fitted  by 
his  life  to  adorn  the  i)osition  he  held  so  long  in  the  chureh  as  one  of  the 
deacons.    He  dated  his  first  religious  impressions  in  youth,  from  while 
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w  alking  witli  a  comrade  of  his  own  age.  A  lightuing  bolt  struck  down 
Ids  compauion  and  killed  him  by  bis  side,  and  from  that  time  be 
made  up  bis  miud  tbat  he  would  live  a  cbristiau  life.  His  bealtb  was 
always  good,  aud  he  wore  out,  dying  at  tbe  ai^e  of  over  ninety. 

Like  every  early  New  England  town,  Hawlcy  had  its  village  "Squire'' 
to  whom  all  questions  of  law  and  matters  of  dispute  were  referred,  and

oue  of  the  early  settlers,  living  near  tbe  flien  populated  center,  occupied 
that  honorable  position.  My  first  knowledge  of  him  was  when  he  was 
well  advanced  in  life.  He  was  then  bale,  and  in  my  boyish  eyes,  a  per- 
fect pattern  of  all  that  was  uoble  and  great.  He  and  bis  brother  Jost  ph 
came  from  Groton,  Tyfass.  His  house  was  larger  and  more  imposing 
than  most  of  bis  neighbors,  and  he  was  possessed  of  more  worblly  goods 
than  most  of  his  townsmen.  Tbe  Longleys  by  nature  were  of  a  strcmg, 
sterling  character,  of  the  sort  born  to  command.  In  fact,  ibree  of  bis 
sons  were  military  commanderB  in  days  when  tbe  arms-bearing  men 
were  oil  required  to  do  military  duty.  One  was  a  Brigadier  general, 
another  a  Colonel,  and  a  third  a  Ca])tain  in  the  Massachusetts  militia  of 
that  day.  As  the  i)nge8  of  this  history  show,  Escpiire  Longley  and  bis 
descendants  occupied  many  and  varied  places  of  ti  ust  in  tbe  affairs  of 
the  town.  So  honorable  a  position  was  accorded  to  many  of  that  name, 
that  a  few  years  ago  a  (piaint  old  divine  in  tbt-  town  of  Dalton  remarked 
to  me,  "Your  Hawley  folks  always  thought  the  Longleya  made  tbe 
town."  At  all  events,  tbe  Longleys  bad  much  to  do  in  shaj>ing  the  an- 
nual town  meetings  and  giving  general  direction  to  all  ailairs  of  the  to^\n. 
To  l)e  able  to  do  so,  shows  tliat  the  mate  rml  from  which  .'-uch  sti  ck  de- 
scended is  of  no  ordinary  type.  Sucli  men,  to  rub!  others,  must  l)e  r>t 
the  kind  who  can  rule  themselvet;.  A.-  an  iliustiation,  wlutii  S(pnr( 
Lougley  was  well  advanetd  in  years  bt-  made  up  bis  mind  tbat  tobac  t-o, 
which  he  had  constantly  used  from  i)()ylMird,  was  doing  him  ro  gm  d, 
and  as  soon  as  ho  thus  decided,  be  took  out  his  pipe  and  a  partly  used 
jtaper  of  tobacco  and  laid  them  on  the  mantle  shelf  over  tbe  opeu  fire- 
place, in  plain  sight,  aud  wrote  on  the  tobacco  package,  "Tobacco,  I 
have  done  with  you,"  and  there  it  remained  untouched  until  be  was 
gathered  to  his  fathers,  at  a  ripe  old  age. 

In  the  adjoining  town  of  Bucklaud  was  a  family  of  Taylors  who  occu- 
pied the  same  position  in  tbat  town  that  was  accorded  to  the  Longleys 
in  Hawley,  in  fact.  Squire  Taylor  of  Buckland  and  Squire  Longley  of 
Hawley  were  considered  the  two  magnates  of  that  region. 

As  might  be  expected.  Squire  Longley 's  eldest  .«^on,  Thomas,  (aft<;r- 
ward  Gen.  Longley,)  sought  for  a  wife  the  eldest  daughter  of  Squire 
Taylor,  Martha,  or  "Patty"  as  the  name  was  then  called.  After  the 
arrangements  between  the  young  people  had  been  completed,  it  became 
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necessary,  by  a  custom  of  the  times,  for  Thomas  to  procure  of  his  jmr- 
ents  their  consent  to  the  union.  For  that  purpose  lie  called  them  into 
the  parlor,  end  when  they  Avere  solemnly  seated,  Thomas  with  all  due 
formality  made  known  the  object  of  the  interview,  viz,  their  approval  of 
his  marriage  with  Patty  Taylor.  The  Squire,  from  the  dignity  of  his 
large  arm  chair,  resp»)nded,  "Yes,  my  son  Thomas,  I  am  happy  to  give 
my  full  and  free  consent,  and  am  glad,  as  well  as  proud,  to  know  that 
my  son  is  to  be  allied  to  the  family  of  my  old  friend,  Squire  Tajl»>r  of 
Auckland,  and  shall  be  pleased  to  own  Patty  as  a  daughter/'  Tiu^ 
Squire's  wife  had  a  full  and  lively  sense  of  humor,  and  saw  a  fine  eh  inc. ■ 
for  a  joke,  even  if  it  was  at  the  expense  of  her  son,  also  antiei{)at(  d  snh 
sequent  events  somewhat.  Leaning  over  a  little  on  her  side,  and  li'.htly 
tapping  tlie  floor  with  one  foot,  she  said,  "Tommy,  I  strongly  suspi  rl 
the  next  generation  of  Hawh'y  children  will  make  their  own  baskets  " 

Neither  the  Lungleys  or  the  Taylors  wi>re  in  complexion  disposed  to 
the  blonde  type,  hut  on  the  contrary  bordered  on  the  brunetti  ,  ami  ♦  s- 
pecially  did  the  Tay  lors  assuuie  the  tyia;  of  the  dark  brunette,  with  hair 
cf  the  same  color,  and  straight,  n^siitnbling  that  of  the  Indian. 

For  years  thi  ie  wa>  iiaidly  a  school  district  in  town  but  tluit  had  a 
rcprc^ciitativf  of  the  Lougley  family,  but  now  only  one  faualy  of  i  he 
name  lives  in  town,  that  of  Ijcwis  Longlc}'.  Such  are  the  change  s  (  IV'  (  t- 
rd  in  a  few  short  years.  ISquire  Edmund,  Master  Joe,  Un^io  Zii.  ri, 
Cn  ii.  Thomas,  Ca[)t.  Fdmund,  Col.  Joshua,  Liitln  r,  Calvin  S.,  Sullixuii 
(.)tis,  Frci.Muan,  Thomas,  .loscphCi.,  Worcestrr,  Augustus,  RonWril, 
Joshua  and  Oliver,  faces  and  names  familiar  to  my  boyhood,  have  i 
ed  over,  and  others  air  i\  nn;\t  d.  t(»  Dakota,  Illinois,  Wisconsin.  Wa-h 
ington,  and  m  faet  almost  all  o\'cr  the  Union  are  tiie  descendants  (^f  floit 
old  Ilawicy  name,  scatte  red  and  widely  separated.  Is  it  too  much  to 
hope  tliat  they  and  we  all,  in  the  futuic  of  Cod's  good  providenc,  will 
again  be  united,  and  again  greet,  and  know  each  other  us  in  days  wh.  n 
we  inliabitcil  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Green  Mountains? 

In  the  primitive  days  of  all  New  England  towns,  the  minister  ai)f  ear- 
ed as  the  most  prominent  personage.  Being  usually  a  man  of  a  college 
education,  to  him  was  deputed  the  aeijudication  of  questions  where  learn- 
ing was  required  in  rendering  a  decision.  Often  his  talents  were  called 
in  where  it  was  necessary  to  assume  judicial  as  well  as  ecclesiastical 
functions.  The  proper  pronunciation  of  words,  the  geographical  loca- 
tion of  any  new  or  unknown  place,  or  any  abstruse  matliematical  calcu 
Ins,  all  were  referred  to  the  parson,  and  his  decision  was  final,  no  ai)peal 
therefrom,  while  in  all  things  having  reference  to  biblical  law,  lie  was  as 
a  matter  of  course  the  sole  judge,  and  even  the  place  and  condition  one 
would  occupy  after  death,  he  was  supposed  to  have  cognizance  of.  Woe 
be  to  the  luckless,  independent  free  thinker  who  dared  to  interpret 
scripture  differently  from  this  high  authority. 
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On  his  approach  oliildlsh  glee  and  sports  were  hiiBhed,  and  tlie 
juvenile  lieiirt  beat  fn^^t  and  quick  wLen  in  the  august  pieeence  of 
the  minister.  When  met  upon  the  street  each  boy  must  romovo  his  hat 
and  make  his  best  bow,  each  girl,  with  blusliiug  face  and  downcast  eyes, 
DUist  drop  her  best  curtsy.  It  is  not  for  a  n.(  mcnt  to  he  isnppcjsed  that 
Hawley  was  beliiud  any  New  England  town  in  all  that  pertained  to  min- 
isterial eti(j[uctte.    My  earliest  recollections  of 

PARSON  GROUT 
was  fully  up  to  the  above  general  rc.-quircnients.  He  was  a  large,  robust, 
rotund  personage,  to  my  eyes  the  perfect  embodiment  of  all  that  goes  to 
make  a  man  and  a  hero.  Even  to  day  I  can  in  fancy  hear  his  round,  so 
noroua  voice,  as  from  the  immensely  high  pulpit  ho  read  tlic  hymnn  and 
invoked  God's  blessing  or  exiiouiided  the  scriptures  to  liis  flock,  v;hich 
in  those  days  included  the  wlioh-  town's  people.  Mr.  Groitt  w;-y  iho 
Ihflt  settled  nuuister  in  TIawlcy,  and  conuui  lun.'d  preaching  when  it  u  is 
calleil  No.  7,  hefore  its  incor[>orat ion  as  u  town.  Of  ]\Ir.  Grout's  ahilify 
as  a  preaclier,  iu  conseciuence  of  niy  youth  T  was  not  competent  to  juih.:e, 
but  do  know  that  as  a  good  nuin  and  a  faithful  proachei',  to  his  deatli  he 
wa.s  held  in  high  esteem,  nnt  only  by  Ids  uwn  tlock  but  also  by  ihoi:.  v  f 
other  and  adjoining  towns  In  d.  j^ortment  liv?  was  uniforndy  cherif.il, 
b'lt  m  ver  hilarious.  According  to  iht-  custom  of  those  days,  ^^  hen  i\.ak- 
iag  jKirochial  calls  he  readily  partook  with  his  host  of  the  universal 
or  egg  nog,  but  never  wvre  his  potations  so  vh  I'p  as  to  make  any  show- 
ing i-ilher  in  his  face,  carriage  or  spei'ch  lie  t^penX  hi>  wlu)le  muiist.^- 
ri.d  life  in  the  town,  and  under  his  fcacliing  llicre  gre^^■  up  a  hialthy, 
;Arongly  religous  community,  who  to  day,  wlit  rcvcr  found,  are  (loil-feur 
ii_ig,  Sabbath-loving  men  and  women.  A.>>  a  result  of  the  leacliings  of 
this  faithful  servant  of  the  Most  High,  there  lias  emanated  from  the  cown 
a  large  corps  of  ministers,  now  scatt(>red  throughout  the  country,  who 
in  their  stalwart  Christianity  bear  tlu;  imprint  of  their  first  teacher.  Air. 
Grout  died  lit  a  ripe  old  age,  and  on  his  tombstone  is  chiselled  in  many 
line- tin- regards  of  his  former  parishiouers,  in  words  of  no  ambiguous 
import 

THE  OLD  Mf:ETING  HOUSE 
To  an  al)eeDt  son  or  daughter  of  Huwley,  j)robal)ly  no  one  thing  m 
connection  with  the  old  town  is  more  deeply  graven  on  the  inenn  ry 
than  the  old  house  of  worship,  where  from  early  years  to  manlKx  d  we 
listened  Sabbath  after  Sabbath  to  the  instructions  thj»1  c;ime  from  tiiat 
old  high  pulpit,  or  the  voices  from  the  well  filled  "singers'  seats,"  loft- 
ily perched  at  the  opposite  end  from  the  minister.  How  freshly,  even  to 
day,  do  I  recall  the  ideas  of  my  young  boyhood,  as  riding  in  the  family 
wagon,  on  a  Sunday  morning,  when  the  view  of  that  c>ld  church  first 
broke  on  my  vision.  To  ue  it  was  a  symbol  of  all  that  was  large,  grand. 
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lofty  and  holy.  Nearly  square  in  foini,  its  two  stories  were  well  udonied 
witli  large  windows,  and  a  hnge,  two  storied  porcli  was  equally  well 
lighted  with  windows  a  trifle  smaller,  one  lari^e  entering  door  faeing  the 
east,  which  was  reached  hy  several  stairs.    On  either  side  of  of  this  dou- 
ble storied  porch  were  smaller  doors  where  those  approaching  from  the 
north  and  south  sides  respectively,  could  enter.      My  earliest  vision  of 
the  sacred  old  huilding  was  when  it  was  a  dingy  yellow,  but  in  later 
years  when  its  weatlier-beaten  claphoards  showed  signs  of  exposure  to 
the  elements  it  was  painted  white,  which  color  it  bore  until  its  final 
demolition  for  a  more  modern  structure  in  a  new  location  near  the.  old 
"reel  store,"  two  miles  south.        Beside  the;  door,   on  the  right,   was  a 
glass-faced  box  for  j)Osting  notices  of  all  kinds  pertaining  to  religious 
and  secular  business.  Also  an  inijuu  tant  mi>.-,ion  this  box  had  to  till  was 
the  publishing  on  three  consecutive  Sundays,  a  notice,  bearing  llie  olh- 
cial  signature  of  the  Town  Clerk,   of  any  parties  wln)  jiropoaed  soon  to 
marry.     From  this  latter  use  iliin  ho.x  was  in  common  parlance  dubbed 
the  "j)ublishing  box. "     KeiMdarly  on  each  Sahballi  morning  this  box 
was  scanned  hy  the  young  of  both  sexes,   and  often  by  the  older  people, 
tosee  what  two  persons  proposed  soon  to  exchange  single  for  nuirried 
life.     Wh«  n  such  nr^tices  api^  areil,   it  was  a  iheun-,  that  in  the  hour 
iutermi>sion  oeeupied  no  small  j)ait  of  the  eon Vei sation.    At  times,  the^e 
marriage  notices  would  be  a  surprise,  hut  otU  ner  it  was  the  culmination 
of  an  anti(upated  event,   w  hieh  caused  much  solicitude  by  scrutinizing 
neighbors  and  friends. 

Having  thus  surveyed  its  oi-.twani  appearance,  now  go  wiih  rne  insidi' 
and  let  us  together  see  if  we  ean  iu)i  only  reproduce  its  intei  ior  in  gener- 
al, but  also  |)lace  in  old  nielies  objects  and  faces  once  so  familiar  tv  us. 
As  we  enter  the  lower  porch  wr  find,  leading  to  the  gallery,  two  llights 
of  stairs,  one  on  either  hand,  corresponding  to  the  side  doors  for  entrance, 
mounting  either  of  which,  we  find  (piite  an  upper  room  or  vestibule  for 
waiting,  until  the  time  for  services  to  begin.  Right  in  front,  is  another 
flight  «if  stairs  extending  the  whole  width  of  this  upper  porch  which  led 
to  the  final  eidrancc  of  the  gallery.  The  gallery  extended  around  three 
sides  of  the  main  audience  looin,  v,\lh  seats  fitted  for  singers  in  fronl, 
and  along  the  sides  as  well,  flanked  in  the  rear  hy  square  pews  with 
plain  seats  which  turned  back  on  iron  hingts.  From  these  distant  ami 
lofty  boxes  the  w«.rshii)per  had  to  look  down  not  a  little  to  see  the  min- 
ister, and  from  the  seats  near  the  wall  he  could  not,  even  by  hard  cran- 
ing of  the  neck,  be  visible.  I  imagine  there  are  now  living  gray  haired 
men  and  women  who  well  rememl>er  the  corner  pews  wlure  they  often 
congregated  out  of  sight  of  minister  and  parents,  and  duiing  those  long 
sermons  said  and  did  things  not  in  keeping  with  the  puritan  Sabbath  or 
the  sanctity  of  the  jdacc.  Below,  you  will  recollect  the  roomy  broad 
aisle,  standing  in  which,  you  have  seen  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
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rites  of  the  cLuicb,  ami  parents  holding  their  infants  for  baptism.  In 
this  broad  aisle,  too,  jou  have  seen  young  couples,  as  they  presented 
themselves  lo  take  the  vows  that  made  them  twain  one  tiesh.  The  last 
occasion  of  the  kind  I  witnessed  there  was  when  the  now  dead,  but  once 
celebrated  Dr.  Stejjhen  R.  Riggs  pioudly  led  the  granddaughter  of 
Esq.  Longley  up  this  wide  avenue,  and  after  the  ceremony  was  perform- 
ed he  alone  stood  in  the  same  spot,  then  and  there  was  consecrated  as  the 
first  missionary  to  the  Dakota  Indians,  of  the  tribe  called  Sioux.  On 
that  occasion,  which  was  on  a  week  day,  the  old  church  was  crowded  to 
its  fuhest  capacity.  My  impressions  on  that  occasion  were  as  that  ol  a 
very  solemn  event.  Dr.  Riggs  and  wife  directly  went  to  their  chosen 
field,  and  spent  their  young,  as  well  us  tlu.ii  mature  lives,  in  vigorous 
efforts  to  elevate  that  warlike  tribe,  lb"  results  of  which,  he  graphically 
portrays  in  his  book,  "Mary  ami  I." 

But  let  us  go  back  to  the  old  church  and  <ce  if  we  cannot  see  familiar 
faces.  It  is  a  Sabbath  morning;  way  up  in  tl.at  lofty  pulpit  is  the  ven- 
erable Jonathan  Orout,  his  head  mantled  by  a  -iiuwy  crown,  and  his  full 
voice  ringing  out  as  he  eonduets  the  exerei^e.s.  Directly  underneatli  are 
seated  the  two  e(]ually  voncrabli-  looking  deacons,  on  the  right  (;f  tlie 
pulpit  is  thr  nunister's  family  pew,  aiivl  on  the  b  It  is  the  pew  oceupieil 
jointly  hy  the-  families  of  Edwartl  Porter  and  Sii  phen  Damon.  Squan  ly 
in  front,  on  the  right  of  the  broad  aisi-. ,  isthep-jw  uf  "Master  Joe  Long- 
ley,''  next  in  the  rear  is  the  Sabbath  home  vf  ^t-tp.iire  Ednmnd  Longley, 
d'rcctly  oj)j)osite  is  the  town  doctor  Forbes  and  family,  and  in  front  of 
these  are  two  long  wooden  seats  fronted  by  a  high  partition,  which  are 
for  the  (h  af.  If  the  gosjx-l  sound  eannt't  i)eneirate  their  ears  it  can  fall 
on  their  heads  with  heavy  etieet,  .si-  fur  below  the  ndidsler  do  they  sit. 

When  the  meeting  luHise  wa^  built,  no  provi.sion  was  made  for  waini 
ing  it.  no  chimney,  or  place  left  for  one     Reiug  rather  cheaply  covered, 
with  only  clapboards  and  plastering  *o  keep  out  the  winter's  cold,  the 
thermometer  woidd  register  about  the  same  insidt'  as  out. 

There  is  a  lime  when  p^itience  ceases  to  be  a  virtue,  and  at  length  the 
women  became  lirod  of  going  to  the  ludgbbors'  houses  to  fill  their  foot- 
stoves,  and  a  demand  came  to  procure;  stovi  b  and  warm  the  house.  This 
met  with  a  fierce  opposition,  ami  a  i)orLiou  of  tiie  Cimgregation  s;roiigly 
maiidained  that  those  who  could  not  sit  in  the  cold,  lacked  religious  fer- 
vor m  their  hearts.  After  a  long  discuissiou,  and  not  a  little  hot  conten- 
tion, it  was  decided  to  get  two  stoves,  and  to  insure  full  results,  two 
long  lines  of  pipe  were  extended  from  the  stoves  near  the  deaf  men's  seat 
entirely  across  the  room,  giving  them  an  exit  at  a  window  each  side  of 
the  main  entrance,  expecting  the  room  would  tlius  be  made  comfortable. 

Vain  delusion!  On  the  cold  mornings  so  often  prevailing  on  that 
windy  mountain  top,  it  was  impossible,  even  then,  to  keep  comfoi table 
at  the  farther  end  of  the  room,  even  when  wrapped  in  the  traditional 
aurtout. 
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It  was,  however,  quite  r.oticcnble  that  those  who  liad  nt  the  first  so 
liotJy  opposed  the  introdneiion  of  stoves  were  \  \\v  first  to  appropriaU' 
them,  and  lingered  longest  uear  their  genial  warmth  The  building  was 
so  poorly  covered  tliat  it  was  impossible  to  equally  warm  it.  Oapt.  King 
used  to  say  that  one  might  as  well  warm  an  acrv  out  of  <l(K)rs. 

But  if  the  biiikling  was  cheaply  covered,  it  was  strongly  built.  Heavy 
and  ponderous  timbers  were  used  in  the  framework,  and  a  comical  man 
once  remarked  tiuit  the  timl)er8  were  so  hugo  tliat  it  look  a  barrel  of  rum 
to  raise  it,  a  remark  that  seemed  to  me  (juilc  pithy,  when  in  process  of 
demolition  I  saw  those  huge,  hard  wood  tind)urs  uueoverf  d 

Farewell,  old  meeting  house!  Aroumi  thee  elu.^trr  many  tender  and 
ennobling  memories.  Within  thy  do()t>t  lia\(  niuny  (Mittred  who  \hviv. 
f<*und  comfort  in  hours  of  trial,  c<>n^<dati<^ii  in  linn  s  ')f  dit^tress.  Within 
thy  bacred  walls  hav(!  many  an  ime  bet  n  inyl ructt  il,  ami  led  to  a  higlu  r 
and  nobler  life.  Within  tliy  fourln  liu-  mm}-  a  m-w  born  soul  found 
pt  a<'e,  and  sang  a  new  song. 

A  history  of  Hawley,  aii<]  p)irt icuh-rly  .f  ifr  fust  nu  «.'tinij  he-use,  woul  i 
hai dly  be  completer  without  soim-  notice  r-t  its  .-,urr  >un dings.    To  oin

r^  .nford  was  at  a  time  looknl  n]ion  as  the  nnllionaire  of  Hawley.  At 
<-ne,  time  ho  kept  a  ''lavei  n  '  in  tin  upright  part,  arid  lu  tlie  ell  v/as  a 
geu(ral  country  store.  Tiaiiitii>n  says  flu  t  at  that  stor('  was  sold  more 
wet  than  dry  goods.  When  il  was  considered  repntal)lc  to  Iniy  and  sell 
ardent  spirits,  Sanford's  was  tliouglit  the  best  place  to  Imv  Xew  England 
rum,  and  st'lling  it  as  ho  dni,  by  the  l)arr(  1,  an<i  down  in  lesser  quanti- 
ties till  It  reached  the  single  drink,  it  did  alTord  him  a  gooil  revenue. 

^Ir.  Sanford  was  a  pushing,  wide-awMke  Yankee,  of  sifdwart  liuild, 
ltles8(al  with  a  good  constitution.  He  often  took  large  ami  laborious 
contracts  of  work,  such  as  road-building,  etc.,  and  it  was  said  that  he 
could  hire  help  that  would  perform  more  work  than  others,  for  two  rea- 
sons; one  was,  a  man  must  put  forth  considerable  efl'ort  to  keep  np  with 
his  employer,  another  was,  the  extra  stimulus,  so  handy,  gave  them  an 
unusual  amount  of  push  and  vim.  Wliat  mattered  it  if  there  was  little 
or  nothing  due  them  at  settlement?  for  they  had  had  a  good  time  drink- 
ing, instead  of  laying  up  their  wages.  Many  are  the  tales  I  have  heard 
from  my  elders  of  the  sprees  had  at  the  old  Sanford  tavern,  and  of  the 
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variety  of  cxpedieuts  devisfd  by  the  laudlord  to  make  trade  brisk  at  the 
bar,  such  as  guessiug  ou  the  weight  of  a  block  of  word,  or  eveu  a  stone 
by  tlie  roadside,  the  loser  to  treat  the  crowd.  Tlie  knowing  outs  used 
to  say  that  the  landlord  was  Dever  or  seldom  caught,  for  secretly  he  liad 
weighed  and  measured  all  articles  upon  which  he  proposed  a  guess. 
While  the  better  class  of  citizens  deprecated  sucli  measures  and  censured 
the  revelries  at  the  taveru,  it  was  uotic<'able  that  at  times  of  festal  gath- 
erings iu  tlie  atnple  hall  of  that  liouse,  it  was  well  patronized,  and  num- 
bers of  the  above  mentioned  critics  were  present. 

As  wealth  increased,  so  did  a  desire  for  honors,  and  by  virtue  of  a 
connnission  from  the  Governor,  Mr.  Snnford  received  the  title,  ''Eeq, " 
as  a  i)re6x  or  adjunct,  as  the  case  miglil  demand.  Causes  of  some  im- 
port were  often  tried  before  Squire  Sauford,  partly,  because  of  his  com- 
modious hall,  anil  also  because  it  was  so  very  convenient  to  find  means 
to  allay  the  thirtjt  consequent  upon  contested  lawsuits.,  Witli  large 
sales  at  his  bar  on  sucli  occasions  and  the  added  legal  fee,  his  increasing 
coffers  constantly  received  accumulations,  to  make  up  the  fortune  he  kit 
at  his  death.  But  as  is  uniformly  the  case  in  our  American  society,  the 
next  generation  scattered  thrse  accumulations  much  faster  than  the 
Squire  had  gathereii  them  in. 

It  would  have  been  a  high  honor  to  any  town,  that  it  was  the  birth- 
place of 

JONAS  laiNO,  D.  D., 

a  missionary  to  Greece,  and  for  years  the  U.  S.  Consul  there.  Spring- 
ing from  almost  total  obscurity,  he  occupied  in  after  years,  a  pOKsitiun 
as  one  of  the  foremost  men  of  the  age.  His  early  home,  all  native.-;  of 
Hawley  know,  was  removed  from  all  opp<;rtunities  to  grow  up  a  polish- 
ed aud  retiucd  boy,  but  the  germs  of  a  strong  manhood  was  an  iuhereL.t 
quality  in  his  composition.  Never  did  a  youth  upon  emerging  from  a 
retired  liome,  find  himself  more  unsophisticated  tliau  did  young  Kiiig 
when  he  commenced  ti  achiiig  his  first  school  jn  the  old  third  distncl. 
But  of  all  this  he  very  well  knew,  and  was  not  ashamed  to  confess  it, 
and  use  all  possible  meth(Kis  to  improve.  After  a  gathering  of  young 
people  for  an  evening  entei  tainmenl,  he  would  ask  a  trusted  friend  if  he 
liad  said  anything  that  was  wrODg,  awkward,  or  green,  or  if  he  had  used 
correct  lauguagi-  whrn  addri-ssing  a  lady,  or  if  he  had  pioperly  used  his 
haudkiMcliief  or  knife  and  ioik.  lie  would  go  out  of  a  room  and  in.ag- 
iue  tiie  room  a  place  of  gatheiing,  asking  for  instructions  as  to  his  de- 
portment when  entering.  Eidicule  only  had  the  effect  of  making  him  try 
to  so  deport  himself  as  not  to  again  be  its  subject.  A(ivice  he  sought 
from  all  alike,  belles,  matrons,  and  male  companions,  and  was  ready  to 
accept  it  from  any,  A  perfectly  unpolished  diamond  iti  youth,  which 
never  lost  anything  in  polishing  and  resetting. 
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Altliougb  many  of  tluit  family  nnme  formerly  lived  in  that  locality, 
giving  it  t]\e  title  King  Cormr,  it  is  with  pride  that  former  residents 
H'fer  to  it  as  the  town  wliere  Rev.  Di.  King  was  horn.  He  was  a  grand- 
son uf  Thomas  King  the  pioneer,  aiid  his  son,  Ezra,  and  his  grandson, 
Wairiuer,  passed  their  lives  in  the  same  neighborhood,  also  the  fatlx  r 
of  Dr.  King,  on  another  road  but  little  used  in  travel. 

No  native  of  the  town  can  fail  to  remember 

UNCLE  EPHRAIM  MARSH. 

In  boyish  remembrance  I  again  meet  him,  going  with  two  crutches,  a 
eliort,  pendant  stump  taking  the  place  of  a  long  lost  leg,  as  he  went 
from  place  to  place,  disposing  of  wooden  measures  of  his  own  man- 
ufacture, whicli  contributed  largely  1o  his  support.  Neither  shall  I  for 
get  the  half  dread  I  lelt  when  meeting  him,  for  he  would  stop  and  prosH 
lioine  upon  the  boy  some  searching  question  relative  to  his  spiritual 
welfare.  These  questions  were  propounded  alike  to  all  he  met,  regard- 
less of  age,  sex  or  condition.  I  have  been  informed  that  his  earl)-  life 
was  spent  nfi  a  sailor,  and  that  he  was  exceedingly  rough  and  })rofane, 
but  being  brought  under  religious  influence,  his  life  became  a  perfect 
contmst  to  what  it  had  been.  "Where  sin  did  abound,  grace  did  more 
abundantly  abound."  Often  has  he  asked  me,  "My  boy,  do  you  love 
the  Lord,  and  pray  to  him?"  a  salutation  common  with  him.  Me  was  a 
constant  attendant  at  all  Sabbath  services,  and  equally  constant  at  the 
prayer  meetings.  Totally  uneducated  and  uncouth  in  speech,  his  re- 
marks, although  inspiring  one,  would,  by  their  original  and  uugram- 
matical  form,  provoke  a  smile,  sonietimea  quite  audible,  hardly  deco- 
rous in  a  prayer  meeting.  As  an  example,  I  quote  one  verbatim,  made 
in  one  of  his  public,  prayers; —  "O  Lord,  come  with  thy  holy  spirit,  an.l 
wake  up  these  sleepy  young  lambs;  yes,  good  Lord,  and  stir  n\)  tin  (*M 
sheep  too.  O  Lord,  you  and  I  both  know  they  need  it."  Yet  he  was 
a  man  universally  loved  and  respected,  for  he  had  a  kind  disposition 
and  a  warm  heart.  His  deep,  heartfelt  earnestness  impressed  all  he  nu^t 
that  he  was  a  christian  num.  He  fully  met  thj  description  of  the  man 
who  "lived  and  died  happy,  for  he  loved  and  served  his  God." 

I  have  in  mind  one  who  was  a  sharp  coi.tiast  io  Mr.  Marsh, 

UNCLE  HOLLISTER  BAKER, 

u  man  upright  in  all  his  transactions,  in  full  possession  of  all  his  facul- 
ties, and  exerted  them  to  their  utmost  to  the  accumulation  of  wealth. 
Everything  with  him  must  bow  to  that  one  supn  me  object;  education, 
popularity  or  religion  he  cared  nothing  for.  Money  was  his  idol,  and 
before  that  shrine  he  v.'as  a  devout  worshipper.  Omone  occasion  his 
I>astor,  urging  upon  him  the  necessity  of  taking  some  thought  for  a  fu- 
ture life,  and  not  be  engrossed  with  worldly  matters  to  its  neglect,  cnfor- 
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ced  liis  subject  with  tlie  rrmark,  ''Bio.  Baker,  you  know  that  money 
takes  to  itself  wings  and  flies  away."  "Knov;  it,  know  it,  better  put  it 
into  land."  was  unch'  HollJster's  reply. 

Near  his  early  home  lived  Ebeuc  zer  Crowell,  whose  daughter  he 
sought  for  a  wife,  and  having  obtained  the  girl's  consent,  it  was  necessa- 
ry to  get  the  consent  of  her  parents.  He  deputed  his  father  for  that  duty 
who  time  approached  it: —  "Neiglibor  Crowell,  my  son  Hollister  woold 
be  glad  to  have  your  dafter  Becky,  I'm  jealous;  he  woold  if  he  cookl  I'm 
jealous."  What  the  answer  was  I  never  learned,  but  must  have  l)een  iu 
the  afVirmative,  as  they  were  duly  married,  and  raised  a  large  fumil}. 

In  the  same  neighborhood  lived  Dea.  ZENA8  BANGS,  a  farn  er  who 
always  performed  his  work  in  a  slovenly  manner.  It  us-  d  to  he  ;iiid  of 
him  that  he  would  tiro  out  a  dog  following  him  when  un  j)diri^;  brush 
fence.  He  had  a  neigiibor  uho  swept  out  his  hog  pen  every  iiiolu 
ding  Sundays.  Ouci;  on  hi.>*  way  to  church  it  occurred  ti"  hr.n  that  he 
had  neglected  tlu-  U'^ual  t^wtM-ping,  and  going  back  to  perf^tJi;  <  il  .U)ly, 
the}'  were  late  to  t;liureh,  a  sin  almost  inexcusuble  those  d.i.  B  Cut.  Lis 
good  wife,  Aunt  Lizzie,  explained  the  situation  to  the  ciiti;  ^,  Ir  'nJorm- 
ingthem  thai  ^hr  had  cut  his  hair  that  morning,  which  mad^  1..  i"ur>M  t 
all  about  the  pig-p'  ti.

And  those  old  time  distri(!i  sp(  lling  schools;  how  fresh  and  vividly  do 
they  return,  with  other  old  time  pleasures,  as  memory  reverts  to  th(  old 
town  and  its  inhabitants,  and  wherever  we  roam,  we  fully  t  ndorse  the 
sentnnent,  -as  we  sing,  "Beit  ever  so  humble,  there's  noplace  like 
home." 
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APPENDIX. 

The  following  items  have  been  gleaned  from  vanoiie  sources,  since 
the  compilation  of  the  preceding  chapters — 

Much  has  already  been  said  in  this  volume  of  Rev.  Dr.  King,  but  a 
tract  published  by  the  American  Tract  Society,  entitled  "The  only  Son'' 
has  just  come  to  hand,  from  which  we  clip  the  following: — 

In  1819  Mr.  King  was  elected  professor  in  Amherst  College,  and  ]no 
ceeded  to  Paris  to  pursue  the  study  of  Arabic  with  the  celebrated  I)r 
Sacy.  Soon  after,  the  Rev.  Levi  Parsons,  missionary  to  Palestine,  died, 
ami  Mr.  King  was  solicited  to  supply  Ids  place  In  the  missionary  field. 
Il<;  was  oppressed  with  the  weight  of  the  proposition,  and  souglit  the 
advice  of  an  American  gentleman  there,  with  wliom  he  had  became  ac- 
quainted, who  was  at  tlie  head  of  a  large  comniercial  house.  His  friend 
said,  "Go,  and  I  will  be  a  sou  to  your  aged  parents  in  Amerjca.'' 

It  was  found  that  Sl^'^OO  were  necessary  as  an  outfit  for  him  to  go, 
and  the  merchant  volunlccred  ^\00  of  the  amount,  and  gave  him  the 
names  and  address  of  four  friends  in  the  dfferent  European  states,  to 
whom  he  could  apply  for  the  remaining  $1200.  By  the  return  of  the 
mails,  tliese  gentlemen  responded,  enclosing  ^300  each,  making  the  sum 
reqiiired,  and  Mr.  King  lost  no  time  in  preparing  for  his  departure. 

Previous  to  this  Mr.  King  liad  established  religious  meetings  in  Paris, 
and  a  large  concourse  assemljled  in  the  church  of  the  Oratoire  to  listen 
to  his  farewell  addrrss,  and  he  was  cheered  at  different  points  on  his  way 
to  Jerusalem.  His  friend,  the  merchant,  wrote  to  the  solitary  parents 
from  time  to  time,  enclosing  some  token  of  regard  "from  their  affect lon- 
itc  son."  The  next  year  he  returned  to  America,  and  in  the  spring  ot 
1824,  he  procured  a  team  at  Northampton,  and  freighting  it  with  groct  r- 
ies,  wont  twent>)'  five  miles  to  their  humble  abode  in  Hawley.  He  ft]) 
peared  In  disguise,  o*itensil)ly  stopping  to  warm,  recognizing  in  them  tin- 
features  of  their  son.  Soon  he  directed  his  conversation  in  such  a  way 
as  to  let  them  know  who  he  was,  when  a  very  affecting  scene  followed. 
Then  the  groceries  were  presented,  refreshments  served,  and  during  the 
repast  the  father  was  asked  if  he  felt  any  regret  in  parting  with  his  only 
son  i\s  a  missionary,  which  question,  with  the  answer,  is  engraved  on 
liis  tombstone  in  Hawley.  This  interview  was  the  only  one  ever  held 
between  them,  and  to  the  aged  parents  it  was  almost  as  a  visit  from 
their  son. 

The  spot  where  the  missionary  is  buried,  in  Athens,  Is  in  a  retired  cor- 
ner, shaded  by  cypress  and  pepper  trees,  enclosed  by  an  iron  railing, 
supported  at  the  comers  by  stone  pillars.  Over  it  is  erected  a  white 
marble  sarcophagus  monument,  said  to  be  the  gilt  of  an  affectionate 
daughter,  on  which  is  the  following  inscription:—
